AFRICA EXPERIENCES 
DISASTROUS FLOODS 



Reports From Transvaal and 
. Morocco Sliow Loss-'of-. ' ' 

Johnniicsburg, Jan. 22. — One hundred 
and seventy-throe persona are known 
to have lost their lives today as a re- 
sult of the floods which are general 
throughout the Transvaal and northern 
Natal. Groat damage al.so has been 
done to property, mining plants hav- 
ing suffered heavily, and houses and 
rallwa.v. bridges being swept away or 
Inundated. 

The floods are the result of heavy 
rains that have fallen recently, and all 
the rivers have boon converted Into 
roaring torrent.s. The railway and 
telegraph services are disorganized in 
all directions. 

By the bursting of Knight's dam, 
the AVItwatcrarand gold mine, in the 
southwestern i)art of the Transvaal, 
was flooded today, and ten wlilto men 
and fifteen natives wore drowned. The 
waters from this dam also flooded the 
lower section of the town oC Elslierg, 
where a number of houses were swept 
away and 13 persons perished. A gold 
dredger valued at $60,000 broke adrift 
today on tho Kaap river and was 
wrecked. 

Ceuta, Morocco, Jan. 22. — ^A. terrible 
tempest, accompanied by a torrential 
downpour of rain, raged for five hours 
last night over the northern section of 

Morocco. 

Reports brought In by native run- 
ners from the Rahmnra territory, a 
mountainous district fifty miles to tho 
south .declare that small villages were 
overwhelmed and many persons killed 
or injured. 

The lower portion of tho town of 
Ceuta was Inundated. The fires In tho 
electric light plant were extinguished 
and tho town consequently plunged 
Into darkness.

THE MORNIWG SESSION 



The morning ses.slon was opened 
by Simon Lelsor, president of thf; 
Roard of Trade. In asking Col. 
Prior to take the chair, lie re- 
ferred to the valuable work' which 
the' committee, of which he was 
tho chairman, had done. This had 
not been for the benefit of Victoria 
alone, but It was a work in the fruition 
of which -the entire Island would 
share. 

Col. Prior, before Introducing the 
first speaker of the day, referred to 
his pleasure ^t seeing the delegates 
from the different, portions of the 
island present. They were busy -men; 
but he was confident that they ■yrould 
find the time which they were de- 
voting to this question well spent. 
It was necessary for the .(Sntird Island' 
to pull together If it was to obtain 
Its share of the progress and develop- 
ment which the province was to 
undergo. He reiterated Mr. Lelscr'.s 
statement that tho movement was not 
one for the aggrandizement of Vic- 
toria alone, but was one in which 
Victoria would only reap Its propor- 
tionate harVeet. "Victoria's representa- 
tion upon the committee would only 
bo In proportion to Its population. 

Alluding to Mr. Sutton, who had 
been asked to deliver a lecture that 
morning, he referred to him aq.a man 
who was probably the bfest qualified 
to speak upon the question of tho 
resources of tho Island, as he knew 
It better i)robably than any man liv- 
ing, He was a geologist and scientist 
of known force. • Mr. Sutton was re- 
ceived with applause. 

Mr. Sutton's Remarl^. 

Mr. Sutton, In commencing, stated 
that he felt' a little hesitation at ad- 
dressing them after but a few weeks' 
Interval. But ho felt that It was a 
duty which he owed to Vancouver 
Island to do so, "\''ancouver Island 
had not developed as quickly as it 
might have done. This w.us duo to a 
number of causes to which lio would 
later refer. He would first direct 
their attention to a little island in 
the North Atlantic concerning which 
a witty Frenchman had written a 
clever book. That Island was Eng- 
land and the book was Max O'Rell's 
"John Bull and His Island." That Island 
was very similar in many connections 
to Vancouver Island and so many 
things in common had tho two and 
from the fact that Vancouver Island 
was of a later age geologically a 
very fitting term to apply to the 
island with which they were today 
dealing would be "John Bull, Jr.. and 
His Island." 

"Behold another England In tho 
AA'cst,

blest." 

Its Timber Growth. 

A'ancotiver Island wa.s covered with 
a heavy growth of timber. This was 
one of the reasons why development 
had been slow at first. 'I'he timber, 
while a great asset, had delayed set- 
tlement. Tho soil was very fertile 
Vegetation grow rankly and trees 
required but little soli upon which to 
thrive. Tho woods of tho Island, In 
order of their Importance, were as 
follows: — Douglas llr, spruce, balsam, 
and yellow cedar. There were other 
woods of secondary Importance, and 
these In the order of their Importance 
were the alder, the, maple, the oak, 
tho white fir, tho white pine, tho 
art)utuH, and tho dogwood. B>it the 
principle wood of the entire Island Is 
the Douglas fir and its habltnt was 
from Victoria at the extreme south to 
the neighborhood of Karmutson Lake. 
From there north the, red cedar Is 
predominant though It Is also common 
amongst the fir In the district at first 
referred to. It goes up as far as San 
Juan and from there the spruce Is 
found most frequently. Along the 
coast of the Pacific, cedar and bal- 
sam is tho chief trcf! as far north as 
Uarkloy Hound ^ and Quutslno. Fir 
roaches Its maximum, size up to nn 
elevation of 2,000 feet, but then grows 
smaller iind tho hemlock conies in. 

Ho did not wlsM lo apiiear to bo 
discriminating in <avoi of any one 
district, but he might say tiiat the 
finest area for llr was In tho neigh- 
borhood of Cowlchan Lake. There Is 
no place In the , world where liner 
timber than ',the«;tljiafaer .of this dis- 
trict grows. He knewr of a clump In 
tho neighborhood of Robertson river 
amounting to 12,000 acres which vent 
300,000 foot to tile acre. J'^lno straight 
timber, It grew Jto tall Hint It wearied 
tho eyoiH and neck to look up at It

Money Voted for ' Defence of. Labor 
Leaders in. .Contempt > Case— 
' John Mitchell Welcomed: 



Indianapolis, Ind. Jan, 22. — Mayor 
Bookwellcr opened the United Mine 
AVorkers' convention today. Referr- 
ing to John Mitchell, he paid tribute 
to him as a heroic flgiire in the la- 
bor world. 

On motion of Pre&ldont Lowls, tho 
coiiVfcrtlon voted $2,500 as a prelimi- 
nary aid for the . defence qf Qom- 
pers, Mitchell and Morrison in the 
contempt cased against them. The 
resolution also instructed the miaers' 
executive board to appropriate In tho 
future at much more as may be neces- 
sary for that purpose. The resolu- 
tion was adopted unanluKMSly. 

When the - forme^ -president of the 
Allne "Workers appeared on the stage 
of Xomllnson- hall,' 1,300 delegates went 
wild with enthusiasm. There was a 
storm ot cheers, and many of tho 
delegal fs wept with Intense emotion. 
Mr. Mitchell, who was deei)ly moved, 
came forward to tho. edge of the plat- 
form and said:

t'ict of Columbia and his eopco iHcn 
of Its significance to the cause ni or- 
unnW.td labor and the freedom .if 
speecn. 

His addrcsf frequently was broken 
b/ shouts of applause and approval 
f'nin his au"dlence, which hung 'n- 
le.'t on his every word.

MARINE 'DEPAR TMENT 

Judge Cassels, Points Out Faults and 
FallingsrD.laelosed By His 
' Investigation'' ■ . .' 



Ottawa, .Tnn. 22.— The report of .Tudgo 
Cassels rogariUng his enciuiry Into the 
Marine and Fisheries department was 
tabled In the house today by Hon. Mr. 
Brodeur. It Is a bulky document of B6 
closely typewritten pages, and while It 
lifts the Ud somewhat on tho method.^ 
in that department, it adlicrcs closely 
In Its findings to the scope of tho con 
niittee. 

Judge Cassels, like tlio civil service 
commlasioners, used Scripture to ''jcai' 
out his argumonts, and lie concludes his 
findings witli a list of recommenda- 
tions or suggestions, which Includes, If 
a betterment of existing conditions Is 
sought, an awakening ot public con- 
Bclunce, better pay for officials, regular 
Inspection of agencies and a board of 
three, assisted by inspectors conversant 
with ruling market prices, to act as 
purchasing agents for nil departments. 
Tho report condemns the patronage sys- 
tem In no liulting manner. It alpo gives 
a clean bill of health to the late 'Hon. 
Uuymond Prefontaliie. 

An Interesting chapter of unwritten 
history \a th'o story of the futile vlsH 
of the commisslonor to New "york to 
examine tho ''jooks of Brooks and Com- 
pany, of Which Mr. Merwin was a part- 
ner.

AVashlngton, Jan. 22.— Efforts l were 
made In the United Stateis senate to- 
day to ratify/ the- Cahe.d.lan; 'b.oundary 
waterways treaty, but upon objections 
from Senators Smith, ol! Michigan, and 
Hoyburh,, of^Idaho, it Avciit over until 
tho next cxebutlve session. Theso 
senators have not examined tho treaty 
fully, and were not prepared to accept 
it nt thi.s time. Inasmuch as the 
treaty was reported unanimously from 
the commlttco on foreign relations, ex- 
tended opposition to the ratification is 
not anticipated. 



The •second annual convention of 
the British Columbia Consorvativo 
Association oijeiied yesterday in tho 
Athletic Association hall in the Duck 
block on Broad street. There were ful- 
ly 230 delegates present from all the 
constituoncles in tho i)rovlncu and the 
proceedings were enthusiastic and 
harmonious. The morning was large- 
ly given up to tlic examination of tho 
creilentials and tho appointment of 
committees, but tlio feature of tho 
morning session was unquestionably 
the brief appearance of the.Hon.. Blchr 
ard McBriae. The premier was unable 
to spare much- time iy.om his legis- 
lative duties, but hl^ speech was the 
signal ~9f enthusiastic ; demonstration. 
When he entered the' hall' all present- 
rose, and broke out Into wild cheer-; 
ing. Soon someone started "For He's 
a Jolly Good Fellov/," ending up with 
three rounds of cheers and a tiger. 

In tho afternoon the reports of tho 
committees were adopted and the elec- 
tion of officers put through. Tho ne-W 
slate follows: R. L. Borden, K.G.,- 
.M.P., and the Hon. Richard Mc-" 
liride, , K.C., M.P.P., were unani- 
mously re-elected as honary presi-» 
dents; C. M. Woodworth of Vancou- 
ver tho lato vice president was elect- 
ed president; Robert F. Green of A''lc- 
torla, first vice president; W. AV.

we.'jt was opposed to him. (Choors.);:- 
Of our honorary presidents, Mr. Bor- 
den (cheers) is kept at Ott.awa by his 
Important duties, and I suggest that 
before we adjourn we send a word of 
greeting and encouragement to him. 
Our other Hon. president, the Hon. 
Richard McDrUle, (loud and prolonged 
cheering) — this applause shows the 
appreciation In which our leader is 
held — will bo with us after a while, 
and will deliver an address." 

Tho speaker wont on to pay a tri- 
bute to tho secretary, AV. M. JIcKay, 
who had boon abl.y assisted In hla 
work by Mr. Cunllrre, and also to tho 
efficient organisers who have been In 
the field.

success. ■ . . . 

"Tho balance of Conservative pow- 
er is moving west,' 'said Mr. 'Wood- 
worth, "and the work . must -be kept 
up. Elections are riot won by prayer, 
or by spasmodic efforts, but by hard.' 
steady work before the elections cbmo 
on." ■ ■ 

Ho congratulated the association on 
the harmony wKlch had prevailed 
among tho executive and the cooper- 
ation received from all parts of the 
province, where everyone scorned to 
be vieing with tho other in an en- ' 
deavour to help tho party. In this 
way not only had the power of the 
party been augmented, but much liad 
been done towards putting poMtJca 
upon a higher plane.

The legislature took up Its work 
yesterday afternoon In an atmosphere 
of almost unbrolcen peace. Tho aolo 
business of the sitting was tho mov- 
ing of the address in reply to tho 
Speed! from the Throne, the debate 
on tlie speech being adjourned. Tlio 
even tenor of the day was undisturbed 
by (lueatlous, save when tho re- 
doubtable John Oliver from Delta 
wanted to glean aoine Information 
with regard to the Governinont'a ar- 
rangements Willi tho G.T.P. as to tho 
I'rincc Rupert townaito. The Premier 
proml'sed to furnish Che house with all 
the avallablo data at Monday's sit- 
ting. 

1 Jn seconding the address In reply to 
t tlie speech from the throne, Fred 
Uavcy, M.P.P., (Victoria) paid the ad- 
niliilstration some i)retty compliments. 
The liappy economic conditions pre- 
vailing In the province ho ascribed in 
great measure "to tho wise and stable 
government which this province has 
enjoyed for several years, and which, 
accordlngr to present appearance, it is 
destined to be blessed for many yoani 
to come." 

"I thinlt Sir," said the speaker, 
"that it will tax tile Ingenuity and 
Industry of even the Honorable Mem- 
ber for Delta to find a grlovanco on 
which he ■ can successfully cliallonge 
the conduct of tho government." 

■rho success with which tho govern- 
ment has carried out the anicnilinent 
to the "Liquor License Act" of last 
session was commented on by Mr. 
Davey at some length. Tho granting 
of licenses and the control of licensed 
premises by the Superintendent of 
Provincial police have lie declared, rc- 
.Sulted in a distinct improvement over 
tile old plan. Without disparaging tho 
work of the old license boards, the 
results of last year liad. he said, 
shown a greater improvement tlian 
could be claimed for tlio pi'ecedlne ;;5 
years. The refusal of tho government 
to grant licenses at Prince Rupert and 
along Uie line of construction of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific and Its Inten- 
tion to introduce at this session a 
bill for the purpose of licensing social 
clubs and providing for their Inspec- 
tion were also Instance^ as proof that 
the administration -was et>ti,tlcd to 
some recognition on the part of the 
temperance advocates. 

"In dealing wltli the^c; questions" 
declared Mr.' Davey, "the' government 
has effectively disproved the charge 
that has so often been leveled against 
It, to the. effect that it Is in sympathy 
witli. If not entirely controlled by, the 
liquor interests, a charge as malicious 
as it is untrue." 

In dealing wltll tlio question of min- 
eral output, Mr. Davey called tlio at- 
tention of the house to a fact in con- 
nection with the relative prices of 
Vancouver Island coal in the markets 
of Seattle and of British Columbia. 
"Notwithstanding the import duty of 
67 cenle per ton" ho said, "I am in- 
formed that since last Humnicr some 
75,000 tons of coal has been e.x|)ort- 
ed to Seattle, and after paying tho 
expenses of freight and duty, Is sold 
there at $7.00 per ton. The thought 
naturally occurs to consumers liere 
"why Is It necessary to charge the 
same price for the commodity in this 
city and In Vancouver." 

A pli'V. for tlu' recTuctloii, If not the 
total abi)lition of the taxes on jiersonal 
property and income was another fea- 
ture of Mr. Davey's speech. 

Moved tho Address.* 

The address In reply to the Spcccli 
from the Throne was moved by H. G. 
Parson, J^l.P.P. tColunibia.) Mr. Par- 
son's speech, which was, by the way 
almost his maiden effort in the house 
was well received. After touching 
briefly upon the various clauses of 
the Ijleutenanl-Goveriior's address, 
Mr. Parson dealt with the growth In 
Columbia District, which he charac- 
terized as "phenomenal." 

"I wish to give fair warning," he 
said, "that with the almost Immedi- 
ate construcilon of the Kootonay Cen- 
tral railway, which appears to bo now 
practically assured, the development of 
Columbia District will greatly surprise 
everybody, and that the government 
may look forward to reasonable de- 
mands for a greatly increased expen- 
diture In the near future. Between 
Golden on the rnaln lino of tho C.P.Ti. 
and the Crow's Nest Pass Railway we 
have one of the most beautiful and 
productive valleys in British Colum- 
bia, wliose wonderful resources Include 
a wealth of timber and mineral, as 
well as agricultural and fruit-growing 
hinds of very oon.sidcrable extent, with 
the further advantages of a licalthy 
atul pleasant climate, unsurpassed 
scenery and fish and game in abun- 
dance. 

Terms of Address, 

"The humble address' in response to 
the .Siieech fi-om tho Throne contain- 
ed the following clauses: 

"We are pleased to bo congratulated 
upon the prosperity which has jirevail- 
ed throughout the province during the 
past year, and to be assured that Indi- 
cations of continual i)rogreaa are mani- 
fest on every hand. 

"While the almost comi)lote destruc- 
tion of Fernle by lli-(; was a gr(>at dis- 
aster, imich satlsfactlnn inuy be deriv- 
ed from the fact thai It ha.s but served 
to awaken the Indomitable energy and 
enterprise, of the people of the province 
and has resulted in the speedy rebuild- 
ing of the city on a more substantial 
scale. His Honor's Government Is to 
be commeiuled upon the prompt meas- 
I'.res taken for the relief of the muni- 
cipality nnd individual sufferers. This 
action Is inost heartily approved by 
this liouse. It is gratifying to be in- 
formed that messages of sympathy 
were received from His Majesty the 
King and His Excellency the Gov(!r- 
nor-General, nnd that from various 
parts of Canada, Great Britnin, Aus- 
tralia and the 'United' 'States came as- 
sistance nnd -'syinpathy for the suf- 
ferers, 

"Tho Tercentenary celohmtlon of the 
founding of Quebec, nml tho Centenary 
of Frasor's overland Journey to the 
Paclllc and discovery of the Frnser 
river, were certainly two nutablc 
events of the • past year. \jfi learn

with 'pleasure that at the former His 
Honor represented Brltisli Columbia 
and, on behalf of the province, donated 
a substantial sum to the fund for the 
preservation and nationalization of tlie 
Quebec battleflelds. We are also 
pleased to be Informed that His Hon- 
or's Government assisted in the very 
successful celebration of the Simon 
Fraser Centenary at New Westmin- 
ster, 

"We regret that to His Honor lias 
fallen the sad duty of recording the 
death of His Honor's esteemed nnd 
distinguished predecessor In ofllcc. Sir 
Henri Joly de Lotbinlere, whoso de- 
mise was regarded throughout the Do- 
minion as a national loss. His ami- 
ability, courtesy and kindliness in pri- 
vate Ife, and his sterling qualities as a 
jiublic man, won for him the love and 
respect of all classes, and his memory 
will long bo cherished by Canadians. 

"It affords us great satisfaction that 
His Honor can aKain congratulate tho 
hortlculturallsts of the ijrovlnce on the 
remarkable success they have aeblev- 
ed witli Hrltlsh Columbia fruit at tlie 
exhibitions in Great Britain. The Min- 
ster of Finance and Agriculture, who 
assisted in the work this year, is .also 
to be congratulated on the favorable 
Imiiression made by hlin upon tho press 
and public of the Motherland. Wo 
share Ills Honor's gratification In tho 
fact that British Celumhia fruit-grow- 
ers won several thousand dollars in 
prizes at the Spokane Apple Show, 
where the fruit was in competition 
with tlie principal fruit-growing States 
of tlio Union. 

"Wo can readily understand that the 
rapid development of the jirovince .and 
the extension of settlements in new 
districts, by necessitating the con- 
struction of roads, trails and bridges, 
the establl.shment of new schools and 
tho surveying of largo areas of agri- 
cultural lands, have rendered extraor- 
dinary expenditure Imperative during 
the recess, 

"It Is satisfactory that the negotia- 
tions between -Ills Honor's Govern- 
ment and the . Grand I'mnk Pacific 
Railway Company respecting the town- 
site of Prlnci- Rupert have been con- 
cluded, and that the work- of survey- 
ing, .subdividing and laying out the 
new city Is luoccedlng. 

"Wo shall carefully consider any 
measure Introduced for the more ef- 
fectual and etiullablo distribution of 
water required for Irrigation and jiower 
purposes. 

"We are pleased lo be Informed that 
the Act passed at the last session, xiro- 
vlding for tho creation of a Depart- 
ment of Works, has been put In force, 
and that a Minister of Worlts has been 
apiiolnted. We are conlident that ino 
new arrangement will be found effec- 
tive in expediting the pubic service 
in connection with tho public lands 
and the ctirrylng out of public works. 

"The work of the present session will 
be gre.atly facilitated by tho e.-irly suh- 
iiilssion of the public accounts for tho 
past financial year and of the esti- 
mates for the coming year, referred to 
by His Honor. 

"We Join Ills Honor In hojilng that 
our deliberations will result In jiromot- 
ing the welfare iuul prosperity of the 
province." 

The Provincial Revenue 

In sijcondlng the address Mr. Davey 
said, In part: 

"This govirnnicnt has been particu- 
larly successful In administering the 
finances of the province and in this 
respect I am assured that tho present 
conditions are such as to merit con- 
gratulation. 'J"he revenue litis gone im 
incretising beyond iintlclp.atlon. and 
there will be a substantial surplus in 
the treasury at the end of the fiscal 
year. In view of this fact and the 
constantly Increasing revenue which 
Is obtained from the rajiid develop- 
ment of our natural resources, 1 ven- 
ture to express the hope, that the lion, 
the llnance minister will be able to 
see Ills way clear, when he submits 
Ills bud.gct to the Mouse for the com- 
ing year, to Include a reduction, if not 
the total abolition of those unpopular 
and vexatious taxes on persontil jiro- 
jierly and in< nnie. I would remind 
that hon. gealleman that the income 
tax has always been regarded by emin- 
ent chancellors of the exchequer In the 
old land, as an exceptional tax which 
should only be resorted to In limes 
of emergency and stress, and I am 
sure that Judged by that standard, the 
present conditions In this country can- 
not be claimed to bo such as to war- 
rant its imposition. 

"Respecting the important Industry 
of agriculture. It Is gratifying to know 
that the last season's harvest was 
a bountiful one and that the farmer 
received ample i-eturns for his Iftbors. 
The progress which has been made in 
fruit farming and tho additional, acre- 
age planted with fruit trees has been 
phenomenal, showing the adaiitabilll.v 
of this country for successful oper- 
ations along this line. It Is pleasing 
to be able to note the success whlcli 
has invariably followed when British 
Columbia fruit has been brought In 
competition with that grown in other 
localities. In England last year the 
government exhibit was successful in 
capturing tho gold medal at the royal 
horticultural show in London nnd nu- 
merous medals at other coiii|>etltlons 
throughout the old country. It Is also 
encouraging lo learn that under fa- 
vorable conditions tho best class of 
nritlsh Columbia apples c^n bo ship- 
ped to England and sold at a proiu to 
the grower. 

"While on the question of land, It 
Is gratifying to know that tho Crown 
lands of the province arc being rapidly 
taken up by bona fUlo settUu-K. Tho 
I'ccords of the lands deiiai -nent show 
that during tho year lliOS the settlo- 
niont of thrown lands under the pro- 
\'1hI(Uis of tlie Land .Act, has been 
greater than any provlouti j'ear, the 



number of records Issued for 1908 be- 
ing 1,G00 as against 936 in 1907. In 
order to encourage actual settlement, 
tho practice has been adopted of re- 
serving all sections selected for sur- 
vey against entry, save by pre-emption, 
pending completion of survey, when 
one-third of these lands are absolute- 
ly reserved for tho settler. Close on 
50,000 square miles are now under re- 
serve In this manner in this province. 
Tho collections of land revenue I am 
assured compare favorably with those 
of 1907. Timber licenses, including 
transfer fees and penalties, yielded 
$2„-J0:!,l 84.47 as against $1,303,131 of 
the preceding year, an increase of 
nearly a million dollars. Under tim- 
ber royalties $30.4,235.14 was received 
as against $20C;751.48. Coal prospect- 
ing licenses amounted to $47,900 as 
against $42,600.' 1' ' . 

During the year 1908, 604.234 acres 
of land were - surveyed as against 
487,027 acres In 1907. ,,; - ■ 
Prince Rupert Settlement. 

"In connection with tho administra- 
tion of tho Lands Department, I 
think tho Chief Commissioner is to bo 
complimented on ■ the amicable ar- 
rangement effected with, the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway company, in 
carrying out the agreement sanction- 
ed by this house last session, for the 
survey and laying out the townsite of 
Prince Rupert and tho proportional 
allocation uf the area between tho gov- 
ernment and the company. The grad- 
ing and planking of some of tlic main 
tliorougiifares and tile comtnencoment 
of a system of sewerage jointly by tho 
government and the company, will al- 
so be greatly appreciated by intend- 
ing residents and will materially en- 
hance tlie value of tho adjoining land. 

The erection of a v/hurf by tlie gov- 
ernment for the use of tlio iniblic is 
also a step in the rlglit direction of 
conserving such utilities in the public 
interest. Jt is to be iioped tliat tho 
efforts of tile government and the 
company will result In tho building 
uj) of a model town at Prince Rupert 
— a model of convenience, of health, 
and also a model town in un artistic 
sense. 

"The timber resources of the Prov- 
ince which are administered in the 
Lands Department, call for even more 
than a passing notice. The rapid de- 
pletion of the forests of tho United 
Slates and Eastern Canada has 
directed attention in a mari;ed man- 
ned to our own timber lands. A very 
instructive and practical address on 
tills suliject was delivered before the 
Canadian Club at Vancouver recently 
by Dr. .ludson F. Clark, whlcli merits 
the serious attention of the govern- 
ment and everyone interested in the 
duo preservation of this valuable as- 
set of lh(! province. The speaker ad- 
vocated the establishment of a special 
bureau of forestry to take charge of 
this important matter, and from tho 
oxtonl of Its area and the value of 
the product, supli a suggestion is cer- 
tainly worthy of consideration. 

IVIineral Wealth. 

Among tho many wonderful resour- 
ces of this province, its mineral wealth 
has always occupied a prominent po- 
sition. Complete returns of this in- 
dustry in our province for the past 
year are not yet available, but it is 
anticipated tliat tliey will show a fall- 
ing off in value in comparison with 
those of 1907, of about two millions. 
It Is however believed that there was 
even a greater tonnage mined last 
year than in the previous one, tho do- 
crease in value being principally ac- 
counted for by the fall in tho price of 
copper, the average price of which last 
year was 13 1-2 per pound as com- 
pared with 20c in 1907. The price has 
lately happily uliown an upward and 
firmer tendency. The product of the 
island coal mines lias suffered a tem- 
porary loss during last year owing to 
the flooding of the San Francisco 
market witti Australian coal In anti- 
cipation of a coal famine, at a time 
when our own collieries were tied up 
owing to labor troubles, but as soon 
as this supply is worked off it Is ex- 
pected that the demand for our coal 
will resume its former- proportions. 
It speaks volumes for tho superior 
quality of our coal that, it is able to 
compete successfully on tho Pugct 
.Sound cities with the coal mined in 
the State of Washington. Notwith- 
standing tlio import duty of 07 cents 
per ton witli which it is met tiiere, 
I am informed that since last summer 
some 75,000 tons of our coal has been 
exported to Seattle and after paying 
the expenses of freiglit and duty, is 
sold there for $7.00 per ton, and the 
thought naturally occurs to consum- 
ers lien^ why it Is necessary to charge 
tlie .'iamc price for this commodity In 
tills city and at Vancouver. 

"This Mouse and the Country will 
be pleased to learn that tho effort of 
the Canada Zinc Company, in the 
electrical treatment of the complex 
ores of Kootenay has been sucessful, 
denionstratlng the wisdom of the Gov- 
ernment in proposing, and of the 
House in approving thp financial aid 
extended to that company at tho last 
session of the Legislature. 

"The action of the Government in 
supplying our Common and Graded 
Schools with free books and school re- 
([uisltes, will, I think, be heartily en- 
dorsed by the people of tills province 
It Is a stop wlilch has been repeatedly 
iidvocated on the floor of this House 
and was pronih^ed last session by the 
Minister of iSducatlon and Its adop- 
tion co]ni)letes the systeni of free edu- 
cation In this ])rovlnco of wlilcli we 
are all so justly proud, and gives the 
opportunity of un elementary educa-

The License Act. 

'"rhe government Is also entitled to 
praise for the eftieient manner In which 
the amendment to the 'LUiuor Ijicenso 
Act,' of last session has been carried 
Into effect. By that amendment, tho 
granting of licenses and tlie control 
of licensed premises in unorganized 
districts tlirougliout the province was 
transferred to the Superintendent of 
Provincial Police, in connection with 
tho Attorney-General's department; 
tlie result has been a marked Im- 
lirovenient on the old plan; every ap- 
Iilli'atlon for a license lias been care- 
fully considered, both as to the cliar- 
acter of the aiipllcant, the class of tic- 
commoilntlon (!fforde<l on llie premises, 
and tho needs of the locality. During 
the year 05 applications for licenses 
li.ave been refused and 23 existing 
licenses have been cancelled. Licen- 
sees hav<! been compelled to live uji to 
the letter of tho law, and clean and 
proper accommod.ation lias been in- 
sisted on In tho hotels, on behalf of 
tho .public. Without disparaging the 
worlc of the old boards, I think the 
results of Inst year show a greater im- 
provement tti.an can be claimed for the 
pri^ceedlng 25 years. The ])erslstent 
refusal of the -government to grant 
licenses nt Prince Rupert and along 
the line of construction of the Grantl 
Trunk Pacific should also commend It- 
self, not only, to teniiieranco advocates, 
but to all fair minded persons. The 
sale of Ikiuor In railway camjis where 
there Is no efficient jiollce control, 
often times lead to excesses whlcli 
are greatly to he deplored. 

"1 have no doubt but that consider-, 
able pressure lias boon bro'ught'tO''beai' 
on the government, politically and

The Slaughter of Timber 

The wanton destruction of tlio 
island's limber, resources Avas brief-; 
iy touched upbri 'by. Mr. ■ Suttbrt; .The 
lumbermenvhadJ.taUori' only vth'o'ahoic- 
est pprtib'p8.' *In' ono case' near Co- 
wichan, 'pireeinptors ■ had set lire to a 
tinct 'of c'e'd'ar worth ?100,000 to the 
acre — and- called it . "Improvefnerit." 
The public little realized thoUyalue? of 
itheso magnitlcent, trees, tlJ&t f'liad ■ tak- ' 
en centuries; to mature, ten . 'centuries, 
some ;qt:. them;'!-; A; Jlarge. .dodar nilght 
take iOdO "years t'6''irhature, 'iflve hun- 
dred; .".years to decrepitate, and even 
after It- fell it would take hundreds of 
■yeai^s' to decay. 

The principal habitat of the red 
cedar was the West Coast. As one 
receded from the Coast this wood de- 
creases and the llr is more extcnislve. 
The climate had' much to do with this. 
At Barkley Sound it is rainy, while 
Albernl Is much more dry. The na- 
ture of the underlying rocks also was 
a feature In determining the nature 
of the timber. As a rule llmcstoJie 
goes with cedar. 

Jlr. Sutton referred again to the 
numerous deej) Inlets on the West 
Coast, and corrected a press report of 
his former address. He had not given 
the west coastline as .'>,000 miles, but 
had stated that tlierii were 5,U0U miles 
of shore On that ci^iist, including the 
islands, llany Victoria people thought 
Of the West Coast as a barren and tm- 
safe stretch, lie would strongly ad- 
vise a trip to such spots as Clayo- 
quot and Noolka Sounds, where ono 
can crulso tor days along the beauti- 
ful shores In a launch. Those deep In- 
lets were a tremendous asset to an 
Island of this character. Tlieir shores 
are clothed with the richest timber, 
with the best possible opportunities 
for getting the products loaded upon 
vessels. Business men would see the 
value of this com,blnation of circum- 
stances. 

This part of the West Coast was 
the same as It was when Captain C6olc 
landed '-at Friendly Covo. Mr< Button 
stated that the only , sign of civiliza- 
tion was the Nootka Marble Quarry, 
a little spot In the. gi:eat oasis. 
He Showed- a sample ■ of <tho ^marble 
quarried hare* 'Tiio largest't stcaatoro, 
could, ho. said, 8aJl.,rl£rht In to tVe 
head of any of tbei.sbu'nds, which were 
open to safe navigation the year 
round, the warm- waters of the Pa- 
cinc Iceoping the sounds from' freezing 
over, except in verj' rare instances. 
The Geological History 

Taking up the geological aspect of 
Vancouver Island, .Mr. Sutton i)olnted 
out tliat there have been six distinct 
periods in the geological history of 
the Island. The earliest rocks are 
mostly sedlmeiuary, such as slates, 
limestones, etc. It Is In these we will 
llnd most of our mineral wealth. These 
have not yet been examined fully be- 
cause of the Immense amount of vege- 
tation on the island, and because 
on the East Coast the later ages of 
rock rest on top of tiie sedimentary 
strata. 

The second i}erlod was one of great 
volciinlc activity, and tlie tops of the 
mountains were blown out, and many 
miles covered with ashes. These ashes 
were found from William Head to the 
nortli of the Island. Tlil.s period was 
the latter end of the I'alaeozolc. age, 
and the rocks then formed were prin- 
cipally diabases, liard, heavy volcanic 
rocks. The Beaufort range is mudo up 
entirely of this rock and asiies, wlille 
Mts. Benson and Arrowsmlth were 
volcanoes at that time. 

The third jjeriod was one of adjust- 
ment, a period of folding. In that 
period the. Straits of GeorKla were 
formed as well as the Coast Range 
of mountains. Tongues from that 
granite formation came In various dl^ 
rections througli tlie Island. ' The 
islands in Baridey Sound are of basic 
granite and date from that time., In 
tills formation miheralii were of com- 
mon occurrence, notably magnetite, 
Iron ore, and copper.' He predicted 
that copper would prove to be the 
great mineral of the island. 

There followed a period of aules- 
cenoo and subsidence and as d result 
we liave a 'fringe "of coal formation 
from East Cowichan to the' liOth 
parallel and another area- at Quatsino. 
Digressing here, Mr. Sutton again re- 
ferred to the "slaughter" of timber on 
Vancouver Island. He said that the 
United States duty on Canadian 
timber had really been a great boon 
to Canada. He also said that it was 
"slaughter" to sell lumber In Victoria 
This created some 



Sutton, who • had"travolled all over 'the 
Island, described a few of his own ox- 
iljerienc^s yln.^pi-ospeotinff, , and, told of 
(dno'dccasloriJwnen he had to roil down 
ja',clifif ' because, there was no other 
jWay 'tb'*get througli. 
I ' In conclusion, the speaker gave a 
'vivid description of the wild and un- 
jdoveloped aspect-of Nootka Sound and 
.the- West' Const, the same .today as it 
;was in the days of Captain Coolc. The 
Slwash still went out in his canoe and 
took lierring there with his barbed 
stick. The herring come Into the 
West Coast inlets In immense slioals, 
I'SUggcstlng another industry of tro- 
Imendous possibilities. 

'•1 can only suggest to you," said 
Mr. Sutton, Vthat you take a trip 
down the coast and it Will -well repay 
■your visit." 

When a vote of thanks to Mr. Sut- 
ton had boon proposed by the chair 
and adopted, Mr. Trewartha- James, 
manager of the Tyeo Copper Company, 
Ltd., was asked for a few remarks. 
'Mr. Trewartha-.Tumcs emphasized two 
points In the pro|)OSed niln'entl devel- 
opment of Vancouver Island, the ne- 
cessity of encouraging prospectors by 
providing trails, and the need of bring- 
ing capltaMnto the country for tlio ex- 
ploitation of Its irilneral wealth. 
Mr. Marpole 
The general exeoutive assistant ot 
the C. P. li. was accurded a rousing'" 
reception. He read what he styled a 
memorandum hurriedly prepared on 
that good ship, the "i^'rlncess Char- 
lotte," the pride of British Colum-- 
bla, which proved to be a highly inter- 
esting documerit and which was fre- 
quently punctuated witli applause. 

"In the Colonist of last Christmas 
morning." said be, ''appeared an 
article undiM- the caption Tlie Whole 
Island a Mine of Wealtli,' which 
.struck me at tlie lime as particular- 
ly appropriate, as no doubt the facts 
imparted by Mr. Sutton, M.E., in his 
very Interesting address to the com- 
inittoo of the Board of Trade of Vic- 
toria attracted the attention of many 
of the "old tljners" as It did mo — a 
truthful and instructive address on 
what was aptly .described as a 'Xmas 
gift," wliich nature has left at our 
doors waiting only , for the people of 
Vancouver Island to walco up and 
take it in. The question which first 
naturally occurs to us is, what are 
we going to do about It? And just 
at this period in the history of the 
island it struck me that there has 
never been a more opportune moment 
for the formation of a Development 
Association for Vancouver inland 
which will grasp the questions affec- 
ting it in an energetic and compre- 
hensivG manner. Itf.ls now obvious 
that Vaucouver island has .reacoutces 
and possiblUtles that particularly ro- 
qtiire more than the ordinary ad- 
ministration to secure the best;Tesuits, 
separated as it i.s from the/ mainland, 
its trade depends largely on what it 
can attract or develop. 

"Let, us look back over the past 
twenty years, beyond the opening up 
of about one quarter of the length of 
the Island by Dominion assistance In 
the construction of some 75 miles of 
rtillway ami which, b.v the way, was 
a part of the Act of Confederation, 
we have practically been standing 
still, outside of the construction of a 
few miles of wagon' road. Compare 
this position with that of the mainland, 
now reaping its reward by the largo 
development in. mineral, . timber and 
fruit..J.lidustr}es;: thO'f'ECSUltAof' cner- 
gotiq acti'oh on.the part of the plonoer.s 
and tlie Governmwitoin particular 
in securing vailroad • construction.

The gain to the Government, 
and consequently to tho people of 
British Columl?.l,a, by.;reas9n o^ ,a, largo 
increase In'.the Island 'population in- 
cidental t6''the- building of rall'vvay.'!, 
roads and trails, are too patent to 
hardly call for .cpmment. ,The Import- 
ant effects of tlie increased values of 
all properties resiiltant upon tho open- 
ing up of the different districts on the 
Island, and the consequent increased 
revenues in taxes to tho Government — - 
has already been obviously demon- 
strated by the railv.ay development in 
the interior of the Province. . 

, The Gain From Deyelopnieijt 
■ "To illustrate this.' feature, talto tlie 
Immense areas of timber lands held 
by private owners In the country, as 
well as by the E. & N. Railway — tho 
latter holdings when sold, as you 
know, Immediately become taxable; 
and HO long as they are inaccessible 
they will remain as thoy are, an un- 
productive "wilderness of wealtli," If 
you will allow the term, while tho 
taxes now paid by private owners on 
their holdings will bo greatly Increased 
the moment these become accessible 
and coiiseiiuently of greater commer- 
cial value. 

"The inaction of tho past years can 
bo aptly illustrated by a trip over tho 
E. & N. .Railway from Victoria to 
Wellington and. thence by wagon road 
to the ends of tho Government trails. 
Tho country lying .between 'Victoria 
and Nanalmo is becoming fairly well 
settled nn either side of the railway, 
but once you leave Wellington you 
practically strike a wilderness, out- 
side of a ranch liere and there; and 
the same conditions continue until. you 
reacli the Comox Valley, where you 
llnd as line, if not tho (Inest i)iece of 
agricultural devc-lopmenL In Brllisii 
Columbia, and thousands of acres for 
a distance of 40 miles or so north of 
magnificent tlllablo lands rich in tim- 
ber, and nearly all of which, according 
to o.ur friend Mr. Sutton, is a veritable 
"mine of wealth" but today a veritable 
"wilderness of wealth" .which is today 
waiting the dPnauihihatloh of' a' nipd- 
o¥h 'means of quick and' economical 
communication and transportation. Di- 
rect rail communication between the 
south end of the Island and' Campbell 
River to begin with, and tho north end 
of the Island ultimately, will place tho 
capital ' within a few hours ride ot 
these "mines of wealtli" waiting, wo 
repeat, the ^ coming- 'of eaSy means of 
access — the- crux' Of t the"-"whple altua- 
tion. ■ • 

Victoria's Peril 
"From the pity of Victoria to Camp- 
bell River is about 170 niiles, or loss 
than sl.x hours' run Ijy i-ail, while un-

The sixth period w;is icnowh as the 
tertiary period, and affected a limited 
area. Coal areas of smaller size are 
found at Hnokii .'uid on the Straits of 
l.'iicii, a species of lignite. Mr, Sutton 
stated tliat the recent ceal dlseovc.Tles 
at \^ancouver, so loudly mouted In the 
press of that city, wen; proliabiy lig- 
nite, as wa.s also the Seattle coal. 
Endless Mineral Resources 
Mr. Sutton then reviewed briefly the 
mineral resources of the Island. Tak- 
ing up the west coast, ho said there 
was a largo showing of magnetite on 
Uugabpo Creole, a tributary of Condon 
liiver, as well as abo'vit Barkley Sound. 
.Magnetic iron and gold wore found at 
Kennedy River and Elk Lake. At the 
upper end of Head Bay, magnetite was 
associated with limestone. At Sidni.y 
Inlet copper ore ran as high as thirty 
per cent. All over the Island wo liave 
mineral occurrences tliat h^ad us to 
expect great things when the Island 
is more thoroughly cxidored. Pros- 
pectors in tho past have made grave 
errors. There are immense ureas of 
"contact metamorphoses," and often a 
minor, when ho llnds a nice little 
pocket of ore, thinks lie has discover- 
ed a groat mine. As tlio saying goes, 
"It takes a thousand prospects to make 
a mine." Mr. Sutton showed tliat 
groat mines wore really accidents, the 
"boiling' pots" (if tin; volcunoes h;n-lng 
produced the mineral by ehenilcal ac- 
tion. As for tile crltlclain made by 
.some people that Vancouver Island Is 
too much broken up, it |a tho vei'y best 
thing for us that It Is. There is very 
little glacial drift, and so a good 
chance for the iirospeetor. 

This is especially true on tho baclc- 
bono of tile Isl;ind. TriUls should ho 
built through the valleys so that pros- 
poctora can got in. Tho difflcullica in 
tho way of those pioneers in the way 
of vegetation- aro ■ tremendous. - Mr,

In the lii.Htoi-y uf Victoria. The pre- 
sence of the provincial Premier and 

. Miemtoers of his' cabinet at the luncheon 
\iind also of Mdyor Hall and many. If 

' ,MOt all, the aldermen, added to the 
interest and Importance of the day, so 
also did the attendo.nco of Mr. Mar- 
pole, who has the E. & X. railway in 
his charge and has already done so 
much to demonstrate his faith in the 
future oi our Treasure Island. The 
address of Mr. Sutton was full of valu- 
able Information, and tliough lie al- 
ways speaks under reserve, no effort 

.;';qt the imagina,tlon was necessary to 
show that he Is inspired by an almost 
boundless optimism, wlili^h he im- 
parted to those who heard hini. Never 
before in the history of Vancouver Is- 
land has such an adTnlrable beginning 
been made upon a work that means 

; much for us all. 

Mr. McBrido, in moving a vote of 
thanks to Mr. Chapman at the lun- 
cheon, expressed his strong approval 
of the duty of the provincial govern- 
ment in the matter of publicity. "TOhlle 
ho did not commit himself to anything 
speclflc, wliich was not to have been 
expected, he gave abundant evidence 
that, if the government Is approached 
with any well-consldored plan, it will 
give the.inittgrj^jrmpatlietic attention. 
It Is Vet!H?;ichow'ihf8. Tiie goverii- 
mont has spent money wi-seiy In ad- 
vertising the province freely in the 
United Kingdom, and that is no reason 
,'in principle why it might not put 
"forth, -efforts "In the -same direction In 
localities nearer homo. This is a.s far as 
wo foel called upon to go today, and wo 
shall not forestall any possible action 
•^ti. the part of the organization having 
the matter In charge by making any 
suggestions. The otjservatlons of 
Mayor Hall, while very properly non- 
committal wore so distinctly favorable 
tliat we arc .sure tlio«c who v,-ill ap- 
proach tlie council for a pul)llcity 
grant will do so with great confidence 
of success. Mr. Marpolo, speaking for 
the railway companies witii whlcli lie 
is associated, gave assurances of co- 
.operatlon, which were very valuable, 
.inhere is probably no single organiza- 
tion in the world, which is better able 
to advertise this i-sland than tHo 
t^anadian Pacific P.allway Company, 
and none that has a more vital interest 
Jn its speedy development. 

While wo lay ^Teat stress U|)on wliat 
tile ))rnvinci;il and iniir.icipal Kovern- 
nients may bo willing to do, and what 
assistance the railway companies can 
afford, we would not lose sight of the 
importance of Individual effort. The 
iiiDvcniont for devclopinont will never 
be fully siiceessful unless private 
citizens put lliolr nioiicy in it. The old 
saying, "Where your treasure Is, 
there will your heart be also," applies 
with special force to a campaign of 
publicity, ir the citl/icns Rtnorally 
can Ije persuaded to contrilnito accord- 
ing to their means and dirw.'t inter- 
ests to such a work; they will Identify 
themselves closely with it, and bring 
to bear upon the promotion of tho 
object.s of the campaign that' degree 
of enthusiasm, which is .so essential to 
success. There is an abundance of 
latent enthusiasm in the people of 
Victoria. Some of. it was brought out 
yesterday. The thing to do Is to Iceop 
It out. We must do sometliing more 
than say "Hoar, hoar" and applaud, 
when tho great opiiorLunltles within 
our rcacli are described to us. Wo 
must bring to bear persistent effort. 
Intelligently directed, to tho realiza- 
tlbn of those opportunities. Tho surest 
way to bring this about i;i to contrl- 
<butc money to llie cau.sn, and the con- 
tributions ought not to bo confined fo 
those, who can give large sums, Tim 
man who ctin give only a dollar ought 
'to be as welcome a siib.'scrlher ns tho 
man wlio gives more. One of tlio weak 
points In all public movements In 
Victoria Is that small;,,'iBubsorJ^^^^^ 
arc net encouraged, :,Wh'^ni'cq^^^^ 
get round to tho men, who Iiavo only 
a few dollars to spare, they cease 
collecting, and tho man with ''a few 



dollars' only m has ~' beon" educated to 
think that his co-oporatlon Is not 
wanted. Often his assistance in the 
way of suggestions, and In tho enthu- 
siasm which he could' contribute to tho 
work Is more valuable than the larger 
contribution of tho man of means. 

Tho indirect advantages of a cam- 
paign of pubilcUyVought'not to be lost 
sight of, and iiy this wb mean tho 
stimulus which an effort at advertis- 
ing would have upon each community. 
It Is an oxcellent thing- to bring peo- 
ple and capital Into the Island, but it 
l,s also an excellent thing to make our 
cities and towna:i)i:n<>>ro,^ attractive. . In 
commenting' upon t^roasons gl\fon by 
those who voted against tho publicity 
referonduni, tho Colonist quoted ono 
person, who said that the city wants 
good roads more than advertlslns, and 
answered that the ijlty wants both. 
Indeed municipal Improvement ought 
to proceed simultaneously with an ad- 
vertising campaign, and the latter 
would certainly have a stimulus upon 
the former. Then there is the matter 
of private Improvements. Victorians can 
do very much in that way, and if they 
would associate themselves in some 
way with the proposed campaign, they 
would get an Incentive towards such 
improvements. 

So far we have spoken of this 
inibllclty campaign solely from tho 
Victoria point of view, but it would 
be a mistake to leave it upon such a 
narrow basis. What the promoters of 
the new movement have in mind Is not 
sucli .advertising only ns will bring a 
number of people to this city to stay 
a day or two, but something that will 
make the well-nigh illimitable re- 
sources and advantages of Vancouver 
Island luiown to the world. Tho bene- 
fit of some of the proposed publicity 
would doubtless enure to the benefit 
of other localities more than to -Vic- 
toria; but if .the whole Island Is 
developed VictoVia will proflt by it. 
If it were possible by an active cam- 
paign to build up cities of 20,000 pcoplo 
at Nanaimo, Albornl, Quatslno or any- 
where else on ''the Island, -this city 
would be vastly benefited thereby, and 
tliey all could be benefited by the pros- 
perity of the others. Therefore there 
should be co-operation between all 
parts of the Island. How that co- 
operation can be best brought about 
Is a matter -for those in charge of the 
movement" to' determine. We can pro- 
mise them that any plans they may 
adopt will receive the heartiest, asslat- 
ance from, this paper. .. - .

MR. MARPOLE'S PAPER. 

The paper read by Mr. H. Marpole, 
general executive assistant of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, and general 
manager of the Esquimalt and Nana- 
imo Railway, is one of very great in- 
terest, and the attention of Colonist 
readers is Invited to It. We are 
specially interested in the stress laid 
by Mr. Marpole upon the advantage 
of railway extension on the island, 
so as to shorten and ' quicken the 
journey to the North as well as to 
open a valuable part of the country. 
This lias been one of tlie Colonist's 
favorite projects. It can recall how 
only a few years ago somo Victorians 
used to protest against such an ex- 
tension as useless for transportation 
1-)UIT)0SC3. Thoy used to argue that 
a traveler would sooner take a steamer 
here- than take one two hundred miles 
nearer his destination, and that when 
they once were on a steamer travellers 
would never tliink of landing before 
they reached this city. More modern 
ideas prevail now. The advantage 
to Victoria- of such a railway extension 
would be very great. For all practical 
puriiosps Victoria would be brouglit as 
near the North country as Vancouver 
■la. As Mr. Marpole pointed out, 
from Cainiiliell river to Victoria Is 
only a G-Iioui-s run by rail. If the rail- 
way were extended further north, or 
say to Hardy Hay, tlio time occupied 
in tlie journey by mil would not 
exceed ten hours. Wo do not say that 
by a fast steamer from Nanooso Bay 
or Nanaimo, VanobuVer cbdl^' iibi; lie 
reached in the same number of hours 
;iH Victoria, but the transfer -would 
involve some Ioms of time and the 
uncertainty of the weatherLfurther loss, 
HO that taking Into cbn&iiseratlon -"nil 
tho inatterH affecting tran.sportatlon, 
Ihi) proposed railway would bring Vic- 
toria at leant as near, if not nearer. 
Prince Rupert as Vancouver can be

DEBATE THE ADDRESS.

People talked before they 
thought of spelling and methods of 
spelling are only Inventions of dic- 
lioiuiry-niakcr.s, in most cases, al- 
though sometimes tiiey indicate der- 
ivations. The word honor comOs 
from the Latin honor, probably 
though tlie French honneur. Posslljly 
the spelling "honour" is a jiervcrted 
survival from the days when French 
was the language of the English court.

It Is of universal Interest to note 
that the royal commission which has 
for some time been considering exiierl- 
ments in afforestation In Great Britain 
to meet the unemployment difficulty, 
has reported unanimously In Its favor. 
The report asserts that the area avail- 
able for alToreatatlon In Groat Britain 
is 9,000,000 .acres, namely, (),000,000 in 
Scotland, 2,500,000 In England, 500,000 
in Ireland. It adds that 160,000 acres 
might be afforested annually, giving 
direct temporary employment to 18,000 
men in the winter months, and Indirect 
employment to nearly 18,000 more, and 
permanent direct employment to 9,000 
when the whole area Is planted. The 
scheme calls for the expenditure of 
£3,000,000 yearly, and as afforestation 
represents a productive investment, it 
sliould be financed by a loan, the In- 
terest on £3,331,250 in the fortieth 
year, after which the forests would be 
sel'f-suppbhing. After eight years the 
not revenue ought to be ,C 17,500,000 at 
lircHont iirlces, but a great rise in 
prices Is to be expected, with a cor- 
responding profit to tho state.

Mr. Fred H. Lenton, director of the 
department of technical education In 
•Nova Scotia, recently delivered an ad- 
dress before the Canadian Club of 
Toronto, In wiiicii iie said that tccli- 
nical education promised more national 
potentiality to Canada than any otlier 
.line of iiublic action. For tlio mental 
..and moral devclo|)ment of. man, it was 
tae.cessary to remove liiin from condi- 
<.tlo;ns of squalor, and want, and national 
•iWealth Riy In'.th^ t0t{fP;'Of', individual 
productive , tapa(5ltle^:.V;-.''-Thus each 
worker .•ihould got thc'^bcst of. training 
to make him a tlrst-class jiroducer. It 
was as neco.s.sary to create great work- 
men as .i;roat induslrles. On every 
hand skilled meelianles and a^'rlcul- 
turists were wantod. A little science 
in raising- pork laid increased tlie (uit- 
put by $20,000,000 per annum, ami a 
similar result zniglit hr. achieved in 
mechanics. Tlio Dominion Govern- 
ment, he said, sliould give grants for 
..tlie j)urp.ose,..under tlu; head -of the 
advancement of trade and commen-e 
.'Tto -artisan, of today knew les.s tliun 
•*ls predecessor of 25 years ugn, as lu; 
rnad loss chance to learn. He u.sed 
• to sit at the master's table, and be 
one of : the family. This system was 
now decadent. It was not dead, onlv 
sleeping and would have to be re- 
vived, with modltications. There were 
now some mamifaeturers that paid 
their men for the tinu; .spent at teeh- 
nlcal classes, and the Interest taken 
by workor.4 in higlier education was 
shown by the large patronage accord- 
ed to correspondence schools. From 
80l;,to 90 per cent, of i)oys left .scliool

tlon of keeping them at achool be- 
tween the years of 14 and 18 was 
the greatest now before the educa- 
tionists of Canada. Toronto had done 
mucli in prividing facilities for tech- 
nical education, and other Ontario 
towns had done tlic .sanie, but as .vet 
there was no provincial svstem .\('iva 
Scotia was ahead in this respect and 
ihad laid the foundations of a svstem 
that was expected to realise tlie ''reat- 
est expectations of .supporters (>r"uTli- 
nlcal education. The Dominion df 
( anada was a world spectacle in its 
developments. No collection o'f pro'- 
plo have ever had such an opportunitv 
for building a nation.

Berlin, Jan. 22.— Fourteen millions of 
persons are' insured In Germany under 
the Invalidity and Old Ago Pensions 
Act, which has 'been in operation for 
eighteen years. Under this Act employ- 
er and workman subscribe equally, and 
tlie amount of tlie subscription of each 
I.s from 1 l-i: to 4 1-2 ceiita per week, 
according to wage. 

In tlic event of permanent Invalidity 
through sickness o£ .any sort a pen- 
sion Is paid' from the twenty-al-vth 
week ranging from Jl per year, which 
is the lowest amount In the lowe.st sub- 
.serlbliig chiiis. to $112.50 iier year, 
which Is the highest amount payable 
to tho.se who have subacrlbed on the 
highest scale. A person, however, must 
have subscrljed 200 weeks before be- 
ing entitled to a pension fund for old 
ape, and the invalidity pension Is paid 
only after iweiily-slx weeks of sickness. 
The Act is coiiijiulsor.v on all from Hi 
years of age who arc in receipt of $1U 
or less per week. 

In explanation of tho very low amount 
of ;i per year for the Invalidity pen- 
sion It sliould be inentbnied that .such 
pension is paid In respect to a sickness 
which does not entirely incapacitate. On 
the other iiand, total Incapacity entitles 
to a higher pension tlian that awarded 
to a healthy man or woman at 70 years 
old; and this has led to the curious re- 
sult of expenditure in respect to old 
age being a yearly diininlslilng amount. 

Infirmity comes before 70 in many 
ca.ses, and tho three scorn years and 
ten Is readied by many while In receipt 
of invalidity pensions, to which tln.'y 
are entitled in prel'ereneo to old-age 
llenslons. This is to say, tliat the Act 
specially provides that a person In rr- 
eoipt of inv.'iUdlty pe'iisiim may remain 
on that pen.sloii even after 70 years of 
age Is reached. 

The expondltiire on invalidity Is also 
decreasing, however, owing to tbi! fact 
that curativi; work Is underlakoii by 
the admlnlBlralion. SaiiatorUinis are 
maintained for consuuiiitives. for In- 
stance, as it was found that a l.'u-ge 
liroportlon of clalniH under the Act were 
tn respect to that disease.

PIONEER PASSES 

TO HIS LAST REST 



John Muir of Sooke Was Oldr 
est Pioneer ot the Dis- . 



John MuIr, Sr., tlio .sole survivor 
of a group of pioneers who settled at 
Sooke over sixty yoar.4 ago, passed 
away at Woodalde, his residence, be- 
tween 8 and !) o'cloclc last Tliursduy 
morninff. Kvcr since arriving hero ho 
has been looked on as one of tho lead- 
inK residents of the distract and tho 
grief of his neighbors and friends la 
deep and sincere, He \vas Sl'^yearFs 
of ago' andi leaves' a-wldow ar.d several 
sons. His arrival at Victoria, antedatea 
tiiat of any pioneers: now living. 

The. late Mr. Mulr came to Sooke 
in 1849 with his two brothers, Robert 
and Michael. He had previously boon 
north in the employ oC the Hudson 
Bay company. Taking a contract to 
furnish piles for harbor work at San 
Francisco, tho Mulr's bouglit out Capt. 
Grant's interests and set to work. Tlio 
niaclilnery from a sunken steamer was 
bought by hini and it provided tlio 
motive power of the llr.st saw mill ol! 
the district. Soon quite a little tloet 
of sailing craft and wood scows. was 
owned by the family and a steamer, 
the Woodslde, purchased. 

Tho industry, saw-mill and tan barii, 
run by .Mr. Muir and Ills two Ijrotiiei's, 
was tile cliieC one in this .section of 
the Island for many years, giving em- 
ployment to between forty and fifty 
men. It was maintained for years. 
Ijater on It was removed from its bay 
.site and brought nearer home, some 
hundreds yards in front of what is 
now the late .Tohn Muir's stately 
eountry house. Here it wa.s run by 
water from dams at Sprlngslde and 
Milne's cedar slough. Having been 
burned in 1875 it was rebuilt and 
operiUed this time by both steam and 
water jiower after which it was re- 
moved to its ilnal location near the 
present govoriiment Wharf in the wln- 
t(!r of 1S7S-D. 

In a history of the Sooke district, 
published some months ago, the writer 
Hays: 

"Of the early pioneers of Sooke har- 
bor, John Mulr, tile eldest brother, now 
turned SO, alone survives. ■\\'ith an In- 
exhau.stlble fund of nmu.slng stories 
and general Information, it is both a 
pleasure and a privilege to listen to his 
tales of tile olden times and liiy ojiin- 
lon of modern events. 

"Possessed of all the sterling virtues 
and ciualltles of his countrymen, in one 
re.^pect only from tlieir point of view 
does he fall short, f^rom tho broad 
smile that constantly Illumines his 
countenance, it is evident that he- at 
any rate can take in a joke without 
the aid of a post hole auger."

"But as these gentlemen were not 
familiar with publicity methods, they 
sent east for and brought out a man 
for tho purpo.so of telling them some- 
thing about this particular kind of 
wopk, and of properly laying out tho 
campaign, which they should pursue. 
(Hear, hear). Now, gentlemen, al- 
though this preliminary campaign only 
lasted f.or a few months, almost from 
its first b^'ginnlng -the ■ lieneflts of "It 
began to be felt, Its first effect being 
to wake up tho city itself to some- 
thing like a iToper realization of tho 
potentialities of the country which lay 
around it. (Hear, hoar and applause). 
It further eroused" a 's.lrohg feeling of 
local pride. In the people of Spokane, 
who began to sit up and take notice, 
if I may be? pardoned the use of .in- 
other bit of Yankee slang. (Hear, 
hear, applause and laughter). I feel 
bound to add, gentlemen, at this stage, 
that your chairman has set a danger- 
ous precedent. (Hear, hear and laugh- 
ter). I will confess that I tried care- 
fully to polish up my diction for use 
upon tills side of tlie lino, under tho 
•apprehension that if in the hurried 
rush of my speech I should be guilty 
of any grammatical errors or make 
use of any slang it miglit dull the edge 
of any iiolnt which I wl^ihcd to press 
home upon your attention. (Hear, 
hear and laughter). But now that tho 
way has been laid open, and so dis- 
tinguished a precedent has been set, 
I am liable to say a great many things 
(laughter), but if I do, and tliey grate 
upon your ears, remember that they 
spring from the .spontaneity of my 
heart and tho warmlli of my sincerity 
in the interest of tho cause, which I 
am confident wo .all have so much at 
heart. (Applause). 

"But, gentlemen, to resume tho 
thread of my story, the people ot 
Spokane now realized that they had to 
begin and talk about the country in 
which their lot was cast, and this 
movement took such hold and root 
among them, and the promoters of it 
received such hearty support in their 
communities that this faction and that 
faction and the other faction, and 
this clique and that clique, and tho 
other clique, who had been flying at 
each other's throats for years with 
"hammers out" — there It goes again, 
gentlemen (laughter) — knocking each 
other and knocking the town and 
talking krlss-kross, began to see that 
at last "something was doing." (Hear, 
hoar and laughter). And kg tliey hc- 
gan to get together and tlirougli this 
cause the factions in Spoltane became 
united, with the result that with tho 
willing aid of the outlying districts tho 
people of the wliolo IJnitird States have 
been made acquainted with the splen- 
dor of the oijporlunitle.s, whicli fairly 
abound all thnnigli the Spokane coun- 
try. (Hear, hear and apidause). AVliilo 
as the direct consequence of these well 
and wl.sely directed efforts the Spo- 
kane country has vastly increased in 
population during tlie la.st six years, 
its resources havi- become largely de- 
veloiied; its railway lines have made 
Spokane itself like the hub of a wheel; 
trolley lines Ivivo been built all 
through tho surrounding neiglibor- 
hood; many new settlers have conio 
in; now and rich mines have been 
opened up; new and large saM-jnills 
have been erected; tho wheels of in- 
dustry have been made to turn upon 
a very extensive scale, while Siiokune 
city Itself has directly gained tlirough 
the vast activities which have been 
created In tho country surrounding It, 
having not only doubled, but actually 
trebled its population since tho last 
census was taken. (Hear, hear and 
applause). And" -further, gentlemen, 
realty values . have '- strongly risen; 
eastern capital has been attracted and 
invested Iti thd 'purchase of property, 
buildings have ^eep erected, the en- 
tire physical appearance of the town 
has been changed, and Spokane has 
taken proud rank among tho cities of 
tho hundred thousand class. (Hear, 
hear and apjplause.)

"Now, tho town of. Portland, from 
which I come, la really a little bit 
slow, for there is something of stateli- 
ness and of digriiiled ease' in the tread 
of tho people of Oregon. ,'.' (Iiaughter). 
But while our people 'dd -not wake up 
very Quickly, gentlemen,'. when,.they do 
wake' up ithey ishow themselves to be 
very much in earriest (Hear, hoar and 
applause).' Portland, gentlemen, is a 
city with many wealthy men in it, 
while there are gathered together 
within the limits of this city a few 
men of very largo means; tliey are 
not loud 'talkers, and thoy arc not en- 
tliuslastics; they are not men wlio like 
to have booms, as thoy are firmly and 
absolutely opposed to anything In tho 
nature of a boom, eltlier in their city 
or in theli state.. (Hear, liear). Tllo.--e 
men with the great inlerosts which 
they r jj.rtsented, got together — there 
wci':! about eight of them — and dccldjd 
to undertake something along the lines 
wlilch the people of Spoliane hud map- 
ped out for tliemselves. Thcso eight 
gentlemen further decided to form the 
nucleus of a fund, and to inaugurate 
a publicity campaign. They then 
souglit out Mr. Thomas Richardson, 
whose place 1 am making iny best 
endeavor to fill here today, and Mr. 
Richardson, having come to Portland 
and being assured of tho strong fin- 
ancial backing and the vigorous moral 
support of these men of large means, 
went out from tho city of Portland 
to organize business organizations for 
tliese purposes In the outside districts 
and at the same time to. assure the 
people who resided in these communi- 
ties that this movement and this cam- 
paign was beiqg inaugurated not in 
the interests of Pprtiahd, but in tlic 
Interests of. thp entire state; , that they 
were working not on behalf of a limit- 
ed portion of the state, . but of tho 
entire country. (Hear, hear and aii- 
plause). While these men, this little 
nucleus, this small handful of men, 
who, however, represented millions in 
wealth, became tlie executive commit- 
tee of Portland's Commercial club; 
but further, geiUlerncn, to sliov,- you 
how deeply in earnest these men of 
capital are, I wisli to cite the circum- 
stances that during tlie four years of 
:Mr. Ricliardson'a ivork in Portland, 
tliere lias not been held a single meet-' 
Ing of that executive committee which 
has not been attended by every one of 
these men, who was eltlier in town at 
tho time or able to be up and out. 
(Applause). With that backing, and 
with his profound knowledge of pub- 
licity meinorts, wliieli cnnbitJ him t-j 
place tho name and fame of tho state 
of Oregon before the world, there Is no 
cause for wonder that his great work 
in behalf of the best interest.s of that 
state have been .so successful. It Is 
today roadly cited as affording a 
splendid example of what' can be done 
by wisely conceived'- metho3s of ad- 
vertising, (pear, hear). - . 
But the. first 'thlpg'.^fiat''. ^ait 'Jqund 
jiecessai-y In the State 'of Oregon, pre- 
cisely as was' • the-4 case in . the city 
of. Spok)ine,.' was r 40.-; overcome petty 
jealousies, and thiff was accomplish- 
ed In a peculiar -^vay, by convincing- 
ly demonstrating to the communities 
of the State' of Oregon and of the 
entire valley of the Columbia, -ivho 
were Jealous ' of Portland, • that tho 
city (Of Portland was entirely and 
solely actuated by an unselfish spirit, 
in all that it was proposing to do and 
in proving that tills very feeling of 
Jealousy in the community, it it were 
only directed along the right channels 
would logically development a per- 
fectly justifiable feeling of pride, (Hoar 
Hear), and- Into a public spirit, which 
was bound to bring excellent material 
results to that particular community 
(Hear, Hear and Applause). ' 

"The ntiresentatiV^s of Portland 
then went to the various commercial 
bodies In the State and to the peo- 
ple thoinselves, in those towns where 
commercial bodies did not exist, and 
helped them in the work of organ- 
ization, telling them that Portland was 
simply going to advertise the State 
of Oregon, as not a word referring 
to Portland itself would be found in 
tho advertizing matter which would 
bo sent out beyond the mere mention 
of Portland In the address. (Hear, 
Hoar). The Oregon Development 
League was then formed, and it is 
not the word Portend, Oregon, but 
the word Oregon that Is omblassoned 
at the head of this advertizing matter, 
showing these men and tho different 
communities In the state that tlio 
growth of Portland to be healthy 
to be normal and to bo permanent, 
rested upon the avoidance of anything 
of a booming nature, and tliat its 
growth and its development must en- 
tirely, or almost entirely depend upon 
the growth of the Columbia Valley, 
or rather upon that portion of this 
valley whlcli is peculiarly and exclu- 
sively tributary to Portland. (Hear, 
Hear). They then went down to old 
Astoria, the town which has 'almost 
begrudged to Portland, every bit of 
its advancement, that has happened 
and Mr. Richardson succeeded so well 
in his mission that ho aroused in the 
breasts of tho Burghers of that sec- 
tion ot tho state sucli a spirit of 
enthusiasm that they organized their 
first publicity fund, for tlio purpose 
of liavlng Astoria iilaced upon the 
map. That fund whicli was organized 
two years ago, wa.s at the outset 
not very large, being only $G,000, but 
It was last year increased to $10,000 
while we expect tliem to subscribo 
during tlio pre.sent year a still larger 
fund. Hoar, Hear). I may further 
add that Individual citizens of Astoria 
have voluntarily come to the front 
and enlarged their personal subscrip- 
tions. (Hoar, Hear). 

"Just a few days ago, Mr. "Wm. M. 
Sadd, the liead of tho great and lead- 
ing banking Institution as well as of 
a great estate in the Northwest, and 
Theodore li. "Wilcox, the head of great

(Applause), 
to the fund, which Is going to be ex- 
pended by Portland during the present 
year in the advertisement of the re- 
son rces of the State of Oregon and 
which is considerably larger than any 
fund which has ever before been spent 
for these purposes .and- gentlemen It 
it is Just because this advertizing has 



produced substantial and targe results 
for thd city of Portland, that this ad- 
vertizing of tho State ot Oregon is 
going to be continued. (Hear, Hear). 
■ "Then, gontlomen, there is tho case 
of Old Salem! where everybody ex- 
pects the buildings to bo covered with

(Hear, hear and 
applause.) ' Their houses for In- 
stance, liave been made better, even 
the moss has been scraped off from 
their roofs (laughter V they have 
laundered their front lawns, their local 
pride has been effectually aroused, 
they have formed a civic club and even 
a civic beauty club. (Hear, hear and 
aplause.) The town of Eugene is not 
tho only other Instancf), lor. in. Al- 
bany, with the aid, of an.EJngllsh resi- 
dent, tho peoplo'are cpming right out 
In front in a way, .Avhlch. shows tho 
power In this advertising campaign 
once It takes hold of a community. 
(Hear, hear.) People get Into the 
habit of giving and there Is no habit 
after It has been begun that one really 
enjoys more.

. Care of Teeth. 

■ Do not USD the teeth for anything 
but what they fire Intended for — mn.s- 
tlcatlng food. They may bo much In- 
jurcfl by using them to break nuts, 
ijireaklng , hard candles, biting off 
^lilVreads^ 'oiv to hol.dl pins and ssedles. 



And tlioy are liurt by transforming 
them Into a corkscrew, or a vise for 
holding small articles. In fact, any 
imr;ioae which creates a ii.se for them 
outside their legitimate mission harms 
them to a greater or les.s extent. 

It I.s an error to suppose that a largo 
toothbrush is bettor than a small one 
for cleansing purposes. The meUlum- 
sizfj brusli, slightly concave and witli 
bristles of uneven length no as to pen- 
etrate all interstices Is far more ef- 
ficacious. The brush should be stiff 
enough to remove all stains and <li,- 
poaits but soft enough to make; tin- 
process painless. Both Inside and out- 
.slde of the teeth should bo brushed, 
and the motion should be lengthwise 
of each tooth as well as crosswise. 
Twice daily is not too often to brush 
the teeth, and though custom has es- 
tablished the proper time as being Im- 
mediately upon arlsirig and retiring, 
a rnomeiit of reasoning conulderatlon 
would fl.x the best times ns after 
breakfast and evening dinner. Th(;n 
all particles of food would bo removed 
and with a mouth wash before break- 
fast and upon retiring there would be 
no room for the charge of an unclean, 
unwholesome mouth. 

A splendid mouth wash Is composed 
of two drachms of chlorate of potash 
and one pint of water, this may be 
used as a garglo or with a brush. 
It will disinfect the decayed teeth and 
.sweeten the breo.th. 

The mouth may also bo rinsed dally 
with water containing a few drops of 
.si>iritH of camphor or tincture of 
myrrh. This also hardens the gums. 
A dainty mouth wash la made of three 
ounces of orange flower water, three 
o-unces leau do cologne, and throe 
ounces of pure fresh water. Rinse the 
mouth with this after eating. 

There are many powders and denti- 
frices for sale and for each superior 
ndvantagca are claimed. Those which 
are heralded aa sure to whiten the 
teeth should be avoided, since they 
universally contain Ingredients whicli 
eventually destroy the teeth. An ex- 
cellent tooth powder, the forniuhi of 
a well known manufacturer, Ih us fol- 
lows: ■ Two ounces of prepared challc, 
two ounco.-s of powdered orris root, 
one half ounce of powdered castile 
soap, ono-riuartor ounce of bora.x, and 
a quarter of an ounce of essence of 
wlntergreen. Sift many times to re- 
move lumpy and when well blended 
cover tight ;ind use about three timos I 
a week. Other times use ])lain tepid 
water or the mnutli waslies mention- 
ed above.— The Brooklyn Dally Kagle. I

HERE AND THERE 



The necessity for lining the 
schoolrooms with pure air during the 
absence of the children Is insisted 
upon by Dr. Wasson, the medical 
health oflicer employed bj^ the school 
l:)ourd. It ttios been reported that 
one of the teachers has been negli- 
gent In thia matter. But it is from the 
niother.s of the Children that the objec- 
tions to thorough ventilation most 
frequently conies. Teachers are 
continually receiving requests from 
mothers not to allow their children 
to sit In draughts. If the rooms are 
too cokl there are many coijijjlalnts. 
iMuch more annoying because more 
unreasonable are the notes too fre- 
quently received, especially In the case 
of girls, requesting that the children 
be excused from physical drill. Owing 
to the prejudices of a few mothers 
the very children who would be beno- 
lited most by the excellent breathing 
exercises given by the physical In- 
structor, are deprived of the advant- 
ages. In a lecture recently given in 
I-ondon by Professor Stirling, of the 
Koyal Institution, the necessity for an 
aliundunt sajiply of fresli air is ex- 
plained .so well that the report i.s re- 
produced from tile London Times. 

"Professor .Stirling devoted liis lirst 
lecture to the ■Breiilh of Life,' which, 
he said, nilglit be regar<led as the 
Ur.'^t siioke In tlie wheel, since though 
a man could suffer deprivation of food 
or drink for a considerable time, de- 
privation of air-food qalckly brought 
iile to an end. The air-food was con- 
tained In the atmosphere that sur- 
rounded the earth; It had been de- 
tected in the 17th century by John 
Mayow, who called It "nitroaerlal 
:ipint," and Priestley and Lavoisier, 
by whom it w;is called oxygen, Inves- 
tigated the part It played in the pro- 
cess of conibuatlon. Itesplratlon was 
a process of combustion. In breathing 
the air was taken in by the nostrils 
to the lungs; In the body its oxyjjen 
was combined wltli carbon; and it was 
subsequently exhaled as carbonic acid 
gas. which waa the same gas as was 
formed when coal was burnt In a lire. 
Oxygon was wanted In both oases, and 
In addition something that would com- 
bine with and burn in it. This some- 
thing, both In the lire and In the 
human body, waa carbon In some form 
and the union of the carbon and the 
oxygen liberated the energy that sliow- 
ed Itself as the heat both In the body 
and in the lire. The carbonic acid, 
which was formed by respiration as 
by combustion, was an Invisible, pois- 
onous, suffocating gas. It was a 
iiuenclier of combustion, so that a 
burning taper thrust into a vessel 
full of It immediately went out. An- 
other test for It was that lime water 
into which it was passed became miikv 
because carbonate of lime, or chalk, 
was formed. A burning taper placed 
in n closed vessel containing ordinary 
air soon began to llloker. and ultim- 
ately went out, extinguished by the 
carbonic acid gas which had been pro- 
duced by Its own comlmstlon. If a 
man passed his expired breath through 
lime water the milky discoloration 
soon aiipearetl, whereas It ordinary 
air were pumped through the discolor- 
ation was produced very slowl.v, be- 
cause the air contained but little car- 
bonic acid. Tills showed that car- 
bonic acid was produced In man's 
body, and discharged with his breatli. 
That the same was true of animals 
was shown by confining a guinea pig 
In a closed vessel and supply it with 
air that had passed through lime water 
and thus had been purilled from car- 
bonic acid, the ulr It breathed out, 
ne\ertheless, contained carbonic acid, 
as was iiroved by Us effect on llmo 
water. Similarly plants breathed In 
oxygen and gave out carbonic add; 
thus the air of a vessel in which 
the florets of a white chrysanthonium 
had been left for some 'hours made 
lime water milky. Tlie lecturer next 
showed !i series of slides Illustrating 
the breathing aiijiaratus by which car- 
lionlc acid wa.s exchanged for oxygen 
by various animals from the simplest 
unicellular organisms up to birds, and 
showing the evolution of the lung from 
the awim-bladdcr of fishes. Dealing 
next with the breathing mechanism of 
man, he illustrated the enormous elas- 
ticity and extensibility of the lungs 
by Inflating n sheep's lung by the 
aid of a pair of bellews; and he then 
exhibited a model to explain how the 
lungs were alternately llllf'd and 
omritled by the falling and rising of 
th<! diaphragm. He pointed out also 
that the respiratory ai)i)arntus served 
not only for breatliing but also for 
working tiie organ of voice, which was 
placed at the top of the windpipe. 
liy way of impressing on hia audience 
the amount of worlt done by the lungs 
he showed several blocks of wood, the 
cubic contents of which represented 
their total capacity, the amount of 
.ilr left in tliem after expiration, and 
thr- amount of fresh air taken In at 
a l)r(,ath, wliile a large basketful of 
coal was exhililted as ccntaining the 
.'Uiiount of carbon which, In the form 
of carbonic acid, would lie exhaled In 
an hour liy a full audience in th(> 
lecture ilieatre in wliicli he was speak- 
ing. Finally to cmiiliasii'.e the poison- 
ous character of expired air, and con- 
sequently the necessity for pure un- 
adulterated air, he showed by experi- 
ment that air which had only onco 
passed into a man's lung.o was so 
vitiated that It Immediately extin- 
guished a lighted candle plunged into 
it. 

Many thoughtful people in England 
regard tlie extravagances of the suf- 
fragettes as a form of iiysteria. These 
women, they say, iiave allowed their 
minds to dwell on one Idia till they 
have lost all sense of proportion.

If, 
on the contrary, it has failed to ac- 
complish the reform of those sentenc- 
ed to terms of imprisonment within 
its w^alls, steps should bo taken to de- 
vice some other way of dealing with 
our child criminals. All necessary in- 
formation caii be given without pub- 
lishing the names of tho inmates. 



Fruit Punch Without Alcohol 
A good frtilt jjuiich, without any 
nlcoliol ingredients is, s£iys Rural Nev/ 
Yorker, often desired for some festive 
occasion. The following is delicious: 
For every expected guest allow tho 
juice of one lemon and a tablespoonful 
d sugar, and to every five 
lemons allow a quart of water. Boll 
the water and sugar togetiier until a 
syrup IS formed (about live minutes), 
skimming off tlie scum tliat rises. Let 
cool, then stir in the lemon Juice, which 
should be strained. Slice very thin, 
rind and all, three (iranges; peel one 
medium sized grai)e fruit and remove 
the seeds- Separate Into sections, tail- 
ing off as much of the tough white In- 
ner skin as possible.

"I know from my own experience, ' 
said Dr. Hollander, "that if such patl- | 
ents attend huniorous entertainments, I 
such as comic operas, or music hall j 
'turns,' they remain alisolutely Indif- I 
ferent to tiie performance. Tlicre is, ! 
of course, the possibility that tho Ger- i 
man doctor who claims to have found | 
the cure may have observed that a 
really good laughter, to tho extent of 
bringing on tcurs has a salutary re- 
action on the sympathetic nerves 
through tho agency of whicli expres- 
sion is given to such emotions aa fear 
or melancholia. Tiil.s explains why 
a iierson grows suddenly jiale at the 
announcement of some depressing 
news, or why hia hair or skin changes 
in color, as is not infrequently tho 
case. If, therefore, _ It bo possible to 
provoke lauglitcir in such n person, by 
any means whatever, even tickling, 
then the result may he as tho German 
physician claims it to be- 

"For my own part," concluded Dr. 
Hollander, "I am a llrm believer in 
liealthy, cheerful surroundings for 
mental and nervous patients. Laughter 
is generally good because, it stimu- 
lates the entire nervous frame, and 
through it every organ of the body, so 
that oM tho functions are well per- 
formed. As the popular saying is, 
'Laugh and grow, fat.' There exists no 
truer proverb." — ^London Dally News.

General Interest' In Tuesday's 
• Race Between Longboat 
and Sll'rubb ' 



The Marathon fever has not passed 
Victorians by unscathed. Like tho 
lovers of sport of the east they liavo 
fallen before tho fascination of long 
distance running aa revived. Wherever 
those who pride themselves on being 
ui)-to-date In things athletic gather 
may be heard opinions' expressed as to 
the probable outcome of the Longboat- 
Shrubb race, which . 1^ announced, .to 
take place on . Tuesday next in New 
York. Of course . the. Indian, is. the 
favorite. He is bound to be among 
Canadians, but there are some who 
believe that In.Stirubb he will find the 
moat formidable, opponent he has en- 
countorod in the. .course of his short 
but triumphant career.

It is learned from a reliable source 
that Alutthew ilaloney, tlie holder of 
tho world's record and winner of the 
recent amateur Marathon race, lias 
been tempted by the offer of a large 
purse, and will soon turn profession- 
al. It is said that ho has accepted 
Promoter Pat Powers' guarantee of 
{u,00O, win or lose, to race the Indian, 
Tom Longboat, over the Marathon 
distance at tho Garden some time in 
April. Maloney Is scheduled to com- 
pete for a tropliy in the Brooklyn Sea- 
gate Marathon to bo run on Lincoln's 
birthday, and then will desert the 
ranks of tho Simon Pares. It is learn- 
ed in this connection that the Shrubb 
Longboat race probably will<:be called 
off on account ot the demands of the 
English crack that he receive '$5,000 
as his share for the race, whether 
he defeats the Indian or not. Mr. 
Powers considered that Maloney was 
the only mafa in the country who 
would warrofnt any such outlay ot 
money before a race and immediately 
opened negotiations with him, Lou 
Brown, tho handler of many champion 
athletes and bicycle riders, and the 
man who has trained Alfred Shrubb 
ever since he has been In this coun- 
try, will take charge of Maloney at 
once. The loss of Maloney to tho 
amateur ranks will bo somewhat com- 
pensated by tho report that ho has a 
brother coming hqr.e from Ireland, 
who is considered as good as . his more 
famous brojher.

ten pina In a single strike. 

Healthy Blvalry. 

Tho inauguration of a Telegraphlo 
league. In which the teams of Victoria, 
Nanalmo, Vancouver, and other cities 
competo hns had tho effect of rousing 
healthy rivalry between tlio bowlers of 
tlieso neighboring cities. While thus far 
Victoria has not figured witli especial 
prominence in tho attainment of victo- 
ries, tho palm going easily to the ex- 
ports of Vancouver, the Island "Knlglits 
of tlio Alley" gradually are becoming 
more proficient and it is a safe 
l)roi)liesy that, next season, they will 
havo reached such a stngu as always 
to bo formiiinble competitors witli Van- 
couver for provincial or with Seattle for 
international honors. 

An expert bowler, writing of the game 
of which ho has made somewhat of a 
Study, says: 

Simple Hatter. 
It is a simple matter to learn how to 
bowl if you stlclc to It. Patience and 

practice aro the essentials. 

Most beglnner.s get a bad start be- 
cnu.se they fall to master the rudimen- 
tary prlnciploK of the game. They grab 
a bowling ball, and without considering 
tho spread of tho fingers or the man- 
ner of delivery, they Dlff It down tlio 
alley with all tho speed they can com- 
mand. Then they wonder why only a 
few pins tepple over after 'eaOh .dollv- 
crv, anil why, in many cases'," 'tho' ball 
ru'iis off Into the gutter. 

Learn to Boll Properly. 

Right la the beginning acquire tho 
liabit of g.-asplng the ball properly. 
The spread .if- the ' fingers , is ' moat Ipi- 
portant. ijeglnnors'J-^alte . tUe'vmlstdke 
of drawing the index, finger too closo 
til tlie .second finger. This is w-hat 
causes the bull to turn and roll off Into 
the gutter. The fingers should lie -^vell 
spread, no that the preasuro on the ball 



as it leaves the hand Is equal in all 
directions. Any violation Of this rule 
Is going to cause trouble in the end. 
Tho bowler should .ilBO always fa©^ cer- 
tain to keep tho second finger.- held In 
direct line with tho alley. 

Newcomers in the game often think 
It is necessary to take a ioiig run to 
set the ball going in good shape. This 
Is a serious mistake. Don't stand too 
far backv^-About. thtofttstepa :arQ- enpugn 
to take. -When-tho- bowler tolces a-long 
run ho generally finds that jvhep: ho Is 
ready to deli-ver' thp sphere lie IsrsomO- 
what off his balance, and tho ball rolls 
untrue. 

Get the Head Fin. 

■\Vhcn you have determined the proper 
dl.stanee at wlilch to stand don't loolc 
around the room or ga-^e at your feet, 
ri.x vour evo on the' head or centre pin. 
Remain motionless ftn Instant, while the 
brain receives tho proper photograph 
of the alloy. 

The head pin is wli.at you must aim 
for. Unless you strike it attompta to 
■'dowI good scores will be failures. Hit 
tho head pin three-quarters full on 
eltlicr the left or the right side. It 
matters not, and a strike is almost cer- 
tain to result. 

AVhilo waiting to start the ball, keep 
vour mind fixed on this one idea of 
where tho ball must go to make a strike 
and nilo%v nothing else to distract your 
attention. Don't start to deliver the 
ball until you are ready. Too much 
liurry is sure to spoil your chance for 
a good score. 

tJBo a rull Swing. 

Don't use a sliort, jerky swing of 
the arm. You can't get good results 
that way. Use a full swing of tho 
forearm to deliver tho ball. 

At the same time don't run to the 
other extreme, and swing the arm too 
high up -.lackwiirds. That is as bad 
ns the short sv.-liig. 

The knees should bo bent to get a 
smooth delivery, not held in the stiff, 
awkward way of some boslnnors, who 
try to toss the sphere like it wos a 
baseball. Tho arm should bo swun,',' 
like a pendulum, and not in a semi- 
circle to ono side, which will send tho 
bdll Into the alley gutter. 

Speed Kot ZiBBcntlal. 

Speed is not essential.' A slow rolling 
ball, perfectly aimed, w-111 brush aside 
the pins just as effective ns one rolled 
witli cannon-ball speed. JIany of tho 
best '.lowlei-.s ill tho country uso a slow 
tmll, which Is most effective because of 
the nccur.icy with which it is rolled. 
Tho beginner should put aside the idea 
of speed at the start. Accuracy is what 
ho is after, and this cannot be gained 
when the ball Is rolled down the alley 
in a lielter-skelter fashion. If. you 
want to use a speedy ball that will como 
to voii naturally after you have prac- 
ticed a whlli.', Tie careful of tho ball 
until It leaves tile hand. Many bowlers 
spoil the chance for a. good shot right 
at the Inst fraction of a second. I'They 
do it by jerking tho hahdijusffass^lt' Is 
about to let loose of the 'ball. 'What 
tlio ball is going to do under tho cir- 
cumstances is uncertain, except that it 
will not roll true. Let the ball glide 
away from the hand smoothly, without 
any frills or Jerks. 

•Wreokotl on Curvo Ball. 

A curved ball Is ono upon which the 
aspirations of a.,-grsat^«ny.. beginners 
aro wrecked. It :l8inica,';t0. IqOk at. but 
almost impossible for the aVerago bowl- 
er to master thoroughly. It is Used by 
a largo number of ■ bow-1'ir.s and even 
tliosQ who have used it for years often 
flnd-it unroUa'ale. Of course,, it can bo 
inasterad'itp ia icertaln degree, but -It has 
itovTplac'a in"*thei?begInnor's vocabulary. 
IIo should wait" lititll he has mastered 
all other points before ho delve.-! into 
tlie fancy stunts. The beginner should 
tuko tilings easy in the ntart., . Uon't 
worry about not rbaklng big scores. Of

Jn a eulo- 
gistic speech upon the ^vork of the 
company during the past season, IMr. 
Shallcross called attention to the un- 
tiring work of Dr. Rismuller, as.so- 
ciatod with Capt. Balconi in the man- 
agement, who had done so much to 
advance the interest.s of the company.

Tlie whaling station at Scchart and 
Kyuquot, on the west coast of Van- 
couver Islund, both cost in the neigh- 
borliood of SIOO.OOO, and . the Page's 
Lagoon station, near Nanalmo, which 
Is operated when the other stations are 
closed down during the winter. Is 
worth about $00,000. 

The dividend declared at the annual 
meeting held yesterday, amounting to 
$50,550.50, will be paid to the sharo- 
Sioldcrs on ,Iune 30, an last year.

Thompson, 
the well known local pilot, who has 
lately produced a number of shipping 
pictures from his brush ha.s ciMniJlelcd 
a large canvas which will bi; placed 
bn view today In the windows of the 
Standard Stationery company, on 
Government street, showing the Sarlta 
of the future as he sees It.

The four master schooner Ensign, 
bound from San Pedro north in bal- 
last, went ashore Thursday night at 
Naples, sixteen miles north of Santa 
Barbara and is still fast on the rocks. 
The schooner Is being pounded to 
pieces by high waves. The wrecking 
schooner Fulton made three unsuc- 
cessful attempts to fire a line to the 
wreck. The crew of tho schooner, 
however, succeeded in running a line 
ashore, and landed several of the men 
as well as the crew's baggage. The 
captain and b\x men are still on board. 

Efforts to float the Ensign were 
abandoned on Thursday. Tremendous 
waves twenty feet high were brealc- 
Ing over the ship, rain was falling 
in torrents. Five meuibers of the 
crew were .still aboard the vessel, and 
efforts to get a line to them from the 
cutter McCulloch proved futile. Two 
.sailors came ashore and were seen no 
more. The ship will probably be a 
total wreck. The schooner is 180 feet 
long with a beam of 35 feet, and 13 
fi.et deep. She has a gross tonnage 
(U 818, net 622. She was buUt at 
Everett. Wa^h., In 1904, and belongs 
to Charles B. McCormlck, of San 
Francisco.

CAPT. GAUDIN RECEIVES 

REPORT OF WRECK 



Lifeboat Captain Sends Explanation of 
the Loss of the Banfield Motor 
Boat 



Capt J. Gaudtn, agent of marine and 
fisheries has received a report con- 
cerning the loss of the Banfield mo- 
tor lifeboat, tho wreck of which has 
been picked up by the steamer Leebro 
and will bo brought to Victoria for 
survey and rejiah-s. It seems that the 
child of .Mr. and Mrs. Thompson ,of 
the Cape Beale lighthouse was ill and 
in need of medical attention and the 
niotlier and child were taken to Uclu- 
elte where the little one died. The 
lifeboat was not hauled out as usual, 
having returned after nightfall. A 
watch was left and when the light was 
missed the watchman failed to report 
it. A strong southea-it wind was blow- 
ing and nothing could bo done until it 
moderated. Then, the morning after 
the lifeboat broke adrift, Capt. 
U'n was taken In the motor yacht 
Winona of Victoria which happened 
to bo a Banfield creek to search for 
the lifeboat which was found on Rob- 
bers island. Tho ensines were taken 
out and the boat floated with the 
greater part of her starboard sido 
torn out. When the weather abates 
sufficiently to got the Clooso lifeboat 
and take It to Banfield. the' wrecked 
craft Will be brought hero by the 
Leebro..." 



TOSA MARU ARRIVES 
FRDM THE ORIENT 

Brought a Light Cargo and a 
Small Complement of 
Passengers 



with SS-'passengors of all clasaos 
and 1,800 tons of general freight which 
included 778 bales of silk valued at 
?311,200 the steamer Tosa Maru, of tho 
Nippon Yusen Kalsha, Capt. T. Lay 
Harrison, reached port yesterday 
afternoon with her funnel crusted 
white with salted spray to show how 
tho head sens had splaslicd over her 
bow during a voyage from Yokohama 
marked by almost continual head 
winds and heavy sea, There was but 
one saloon passenger in tho Tosa 
Maru, Y. Klyoshl, a Japanese morcliant 
returning to Seattle. In the second 
class were five, B. E. McKlbbon, a 
merchant returning from a trip into 
interior China by way of the Yungtzso- 
kiang, and four Japanese. There were 
29 Jaiianese In the steerage, of whom 
six landed here. Tlie steerage l)as 
sengers for Seattle as usual included a 
largo proportion of women. There 
were no Chinese on board, other llian 
a Chinese cook, for tb(> Japanese lino 
is apparently still sulTerIng from tho 
effects of the t^hinose boycott. 

One item on the Tosa Maru's mani 
fcKt caused some mystery. It was 
written as follows: "Corpse I." When 
tho immigration officers, who have to 
report all incoming Inmiigrants wheth 
or alive or dead, noticed tills they 
made enquiry, thinking a death had 
occurred at sea. The body proved to 
bo that of a Yokohama resident sliip- 
pod as freight to tho order of Miss 
Clara E. Lowell, 1913 Twelfth avenue, 
Seattle. 

The cargo of the steamer was made 
up of 2L'7 tons landed at tho outer 
wharf and 1,000 tons for Seattle. The 
cargo was made up as follows: For 
Victoria, sugar, 300 bags; tea, 52 
cases; rice, 4,670 mats; saki, 80 tubs; 
miKO, 185 tubs; soy, 12G tubs; peanuts, 
300 bags; vegotalcs, 1G6 tubs; and 240 
Iiackages of general merchandise, a 
total of G,119 packages. For Seattle: 
Silk, 778 bales; waste silk, lOO bales 
and cases; matting, 9,992 rolls; rice, 
2,900 mats; peanuts, 1,000 bulea; tea, 
4S5 cases; soy, mi.so, sakl, etc., 771 
tubs; 4 02 bales of bambo poles; straw 
braid, 196 packages; porcelain '840 
cases; ilrecrackcrs, 48 casef; merchan 
disc, 797 cases; corpse, 1; a total of 
18,327 packages. 

Capt. T. Lay -Harrieon, who arrived 
in command of the Tosa Maru, made 
his last trip across the Pacific nino 
years ago, when he brought the same 
vessel to Victoria. He has, been re- 
cently In command of the NIkko Maru, 
one of the well known steamers on 
the Australian run- for the Japanese 
company. Capt Nagal, whom he re- 
lieved In tho Tosa Maru, has been 
transferred to the steamer AkI Maru 
in place of Capt. TagI, who is going to 
one of the steamers of the European 
line.. 

Nobleman Dlsgraeed. 

News was brought that the nobility 
of Japan w6ro much exercised when 
the steamer sailed regarding the dis- 
grace Into which the young Count 
Todo, son of the Grand Master of 
Ceremonies and former Envoy Extra- 
ordinary to Austria, had fallen. Tho 
exposure came with the breaking off 
of his proposed marriage with Prin- 
cess KItashlrakawa, of tho Imperial 
family. It seems that during his 
student days In England the young 
Count Todo married an English lady 
secretly and on his return to Japan 
loft the lady In England. He quietly 
registered his marriage in a remote 
district and Immediately divorced tho 
English wife "Japanese style," moving 
then to his home district and register- 
in,g as an unmarried man. A marriago 
was arranged between th(; Count and 
Princess Kitashirakaw.-i to which the 
sanction of the Emperor was obtained. 
Then his previous maiTiage leaked 
out, and the Nobles Disciplinary com- 
mittee have taken up the matter and 
recommended that ho be deprived of 
tho use of his titles and privileges of 
the orders conferred upon him. It is a 
matter to be decided by the Emperor, 
but It is thought His Majesty will en- 
dorse the recommendation. Tho dis- 
graced count Is to be retired to his 
family's estate at Iso. 

When the steamer Tosa Maru wa.s 
one day out from Yokohama a hungry 
Japanese crawled out from No. 6 holil 
where he had been stowed away 
amongst the freight. On arrival of 
the steamer lie was given Into the 
custody of the local police tO' be held 
at the city lockup pending' the outward 
sailing of tho vessel, on which he will 
bo returned to Japan.

When 
the Mexican government entered Into 
negotiations with the Toyo Kisen 
Kaisha, of Tokio, which formerly oi)or- 
ated:.a''llnc to South America, as well 
as' the. service between Hongkong and 
San, Francisco via Honolulu, the offi- 
cials ati tho city of Mexico at the same; 
time -made, similar propositions to a 
•French, steamship company and to the. 
Ehg' Hok 1 Tong,. steamship line, which 
until a short, time ago molntalned two 
chartered British steamers In service 
between Hongkong ond Mexico. Tho 
negotiations between representatives 
of these two companies and the Jlexi- 
can govornniont are being continued, 
and pending a settlement the proposal 
that tho Mexican government grant 
the Japanese line, should one b(! es- 
tablished, an amount of sut)si(ly etiual 
to tho amount paid by the Tokio gov- 
ernment, has been dropped for the 
time being. Tliis situation has caused 
a delay in tho estaljUshmeut of the 
Japanese lino to Salina Cruz and 
South America, in which It had been 
proposed to employ live steamers. 



SMUGGLED CIGARS FROM 
THE STEAMER GEORGIA 



Engineer Loses '600 Smokes When Try- 
ing to Lmd Them — Mexican 
Liner Had Rough Trip 

When one of the engineers of the 
steamer Georgia, which reached port 
yesterday morning after a stormy pas- 
sago from Salina Cruz and way ports 
of Mexico, was observed by a customs 
ofllcor at the Outer Wharf smuKgllnp; 
GOO fine Mexican cigars from the 
steamer, which cigars were promptly 
conllscatcd, there was a hurried searcli 
for (racings on board the steamer. 
.Stories were circulated that large num- 
bers of cigars lay hidden there, but 
search failed to reveal any before the 
steamer continued on her voyage to 
Nanalmo yesterday afternoon, after 
discharging 35 tons of general cargo 
from the United Kingdom, via the 
Tehuantepec railroad for Victoria con- 
signees. ~ . . 

The Georgia was lite in leaving 
Salina Gruz. There she waited twelve 
days for the arrival of a Harrison liner 
bringing cargo from England, and re- 
ceived over 200 hundred tons, of 
through freight Wiled from Xilverpool 
to Victoria and Vancouver. The 
steamer had a rough trip north, en- 
countering a hurricane after rounding 
Capo St. Lucia out of the Gulf of 
California, after loading 1,000 tons of 
salt, the largest '9hlpment taken from 
tho Carmen Island. Tlio weather on 
the Mexican coa.st was moderate, and 
little of Incident occurred at any of 
tho several ports of call, Acapuico, 
Mazatlan, Manzanlllo and Guaymas, 
otl»er than the celebrations following 
the arrival of tho llr.st train from Vera 
Cruz over the Jlexican Central rail- 
road. After taking on 1,000 tons of 
salt at Carmen island. In addition to 
the 200 tons of general merchandise 
landed from the Teliuantapec railroad 
at Salina Cruz, the Georgia ran Into a 
hurricane rounding Capo St. Lucia. 
The wind blew at the rate of at least 
S in the Beaufort scale, and a lieavy 
sea rolled tho gunwales under, clouds 
of spray breaking over forward. To 
the latitude of tlio Columbia river tho 
stormy weather waa carried and Capt, 
McCalmont had decided *o heave to 
when an abatement came, and the ves- 
sel proceeded to Victoria. During the 
progress of the hurricane she labored 
so that her speed was cut down from 
eleven to three knots an hour. She 
made but 52 miles one day. The glass 
fell from 30.10 to 28.70 during tho 
storm. 

At Acapuico it was learned that ne- 
gotiations had almost ben concluded 
for the sale of the burned shli5 Simla, 
which, carrying a cargo of -Welsh coal 
to tho Mexican port, took fire under 
suspicious circumstances at her moor- 
ings, to a San Francisco syndicate for 
use as a hulk. It was proposed to tow 
the wrecked British vessel to San 
Francisco, where she would bo con- 
verted into a barge. 

There were two passengers on the 
Georgia. J. Weston, a barber who left 
here last November to seek his for- 
tune In Mexico and Is now bound to 
tho Klondike, and J. Congdon, a min- 
ing prospector, who has been looking 
for ore bodies in the Mexican hills. 

After putting out her salt cargo and 
gen(!ral freight at Nannlino and Van- 
couver, the Georgia will take on 1,000 
tons of wheat at Vancouver and a 
largo shipment of lumber from a Era- 
ser river mill. It is estimated that 
sho will have a full cargo. Capt. 
Worsnop, tho general manager of the 
line, Is now In Ottawa on business in 
connection with the company and Is 
expected back before the sailing of the 
Georgia, 



After having been disengaged since 
her memorable voyage to Nome last 
summer, the steamer Ohio has come 
out of winter quarters from Seattle. 
On Sunday morning she wHl be dis- 
patched to Valdcz and Seward In place 
of the Santa Clara. The latter ves- 
sel Is duo from the southwest route 
today. Sho will bo temporarily with- 
drawn to undergo annual docking, 
cleaning and Inspection.

country adjacent to the Nanaimo val- 
ley and lake are well known, and as 
with the timber resources, only wait 
the advent of a branch railway to bo 
e.x.plultcd and worked. 

"Beyond Xanaimo or at least five 
miles to Wellington, as before men- 
tioned, settlement .is very sparse, until 
wo-reach the vicinity of Knglishman's 
River, wliere also there is only aljout 
as much devoloi)nie)it us theru was 15 
years ago; tliu advent of the K. it N. 
railway will siiortly change all tiiis. 
It Is Interesting and inalructlve to ob- 
serve that at or near tliis point as far 
back as 1S77 the Dominion govern- 
ment onglneers/jnade a reconnaisance 
for a railway to Albernl. A reference 
to the blue book of IbTT will show you 
that a trindi line was suggested from 
j \'ictoria north, with a liranch line to 
AllH-rni, fur the express purpose of 
opening up the west coast of tlie Is- 
land via the Albernl valley and Bar- 
klry Sound, and thus establish an art- 
ery of transj)ortatlon facilities throogh 
the very he.'irt of the Island to the 
Capital City. Tliis was o\-er 30 long 
j-uars ago, before the .southern Interior 
portion of the .Mainland was barely 
known except tu a few exi)lorers. 
What is th(! position today? lieyond 
Englishman's HIver for OU miles nortii 
and west the country remains jirac- 
tlcally undisturbed, except by an In- 
trepid rancher here and there, who, as 
with those adventurous people who set- 
tled In the beautiful Albernl valley 
many long years ' ago, have grown 
weary and grey, waiting the coming of 
a railroad. -Albprni, however, In feplto 
Of this temporary disability htis been 
waking up, largely no doubt on- the 
prospects ol! the E. & N. railway com- 
pleting the construction of its ■ line 
from French Creek. It is by the open- 
ing up of a line through this territory 
that the island generally and Victoria 
in particular will reap the advantage 
of direct means of communication. 
On the Alberni Canal and tributary to 
Albernl valley, including the Great 
Central and Sproat Lake districts, as 
well as a large portion of the thou- 
sands of miles of the waterfront of the 
west coast of the island, referred to by 
Jlr. Sutton, 'are millions lijjon millions 
of feet of the linest timber in tlm 
world, thousands and thousands of 
acres of tho richest agricultural lands, 
as Mr. Sutton has mentioned, rich in 
lumber and minerals, and all waiting 
fur Hufllcient enterprise on tho part of 
our people. 

Must Clear Off Timbbr. 
"Tlie slogan "back to thf soU" Is all 
very wi-11, but hefure doing so our 
iiu'rcliaiital)le timber must bt; cleared 
off by a CiiinnKfrclal jirocess, tluil is, 
by manufacturing and sbliiplng it, 
which will give us the wealth it t-on- 
talns and Incidentally a large Incn'a.se 
in population (as It has don(; in <lls- 
trlcts already served by proper rail- 
way and roadway communication), and 
as the timber business progresses, con- 
temporaneoiisl.v the clearing and cul- 
tivating of our I.-Livds will be done, re- 
Kultiiig in the much desired agricul- 
tural exiiaiisicjn, and which, as wo all 
kmiw. Is the surest permanent founda- 
iinn for a prosperous community; In- 
Hii-ad of a hamlet here and there 
luross our vast areas, we will have 
iiir/.ens of industrial centres working 
Mut our natural resources, and giving 
the Inhabitants of the country tho 
riches of nature our forefathers foro- 
Haw when tills island of such great po- 
tential wealth was discovered and an- 
nexed, 

"In conclusion allow mo to give the 
assurance on behalf of tho B. & N. 
Railway Company of our hearty sup- 
port and cooperation, and to express 
tho hoi]o that tho provincial govern- 
iiieiit, which has always been so keen- 
ly .ilU'o to the situation, wlU cooperate 
and Inaugurate promptly a progres- 
sive iiollcy as repards tho construction 
()]• roads and trails — the precursor of 
tlio railways. 

"Perhaps It Is unnecessary for me to 
add that now Is the time for concerted 
action, as It may ha that you will be 
losing an oijportunlty at this particular 
)ierinil In your history thift will ho dlf- 
llcult to overcome If trade tributary to 
you now Is diverted to other channels."

AFTERNOON SESSION 

At the afternoon session the discus- 
sion turned mainly upon the name to 
bo given the new organization and tho 
election of officers, together With tho 
outlining of the organization's -.work 
throughout tho island. Col. Prior pre- 
sided and '-v. Elworthy was chosen 
secretary pro tem. 

Col. Prior, in calling tho meeting to 
order, explained that tho Victoria com- 
mittee had deemed it wise that no ar- 
rangements should bo made until all 
delegates had been gathered together. 
The project was one for Vancouver is- 
land as a whale and' not merely for 
Victoria or any particular part of the 
Island. The question was whether to 
form a central commlttco to distribute 
tho literature and information and to 
have a central fund or to havo each 
district represented by a branch or- 
ganization which would do all tlie 
work of gathering and disseminating 
information and control its own funds. 
Ho believed that It would- bo more sat- 
isfactory to liave eacli district control 
Its own funds, but as to the methods 
to bo adojited for disseminating the 
Information tliat would havo, to be left 
to the meeting. At present tho Tour- 
ist association has dono ;a groat work 
in (ILstributlng pamphlet's and lltersi- 
ture and, the Idea would jbe 'to encour- 
age other districts, to organize and do 
likewise. ■ ' 

A Great Work' 

Josepli McPhee, of Courteiiay, spoke 
entluislasllcally of the great work 
which an island organization could do. 
There were many secttqns of 'tho Is- 
land which are unsettled; and In which 
no organization could bju formed but 
the resources of which Should bo ad- 
vertised and the develophient of tradi? 
In which would bencflt, the southern 
part of tho Island as well as the other 
portioiis. At present the-trade In the 
northern part Is in the hands of Van- 
couver, particularly the lumber trade. 

.r. W. Coburn, Nanaimo, suggestc-d 
that the name of the organization bo 
"The Vancouver Island Development 
.Vssoclatlon" or ".League." Its prin- 
cipal work will consist of educating 
and arousing the various districts to 
take an active Interest In tlie work of 
advancing the whole Islaiul as well as 
each particular section. He believed 
that a great deal had been done when 
Mr. Chapman had been brought hero 
and ho had arranged with that gen- 
tleman to make n visit to Nanaimo at 
some future date. 

Councillor Xewton, Oak Bay. sug- 
gesteti that the word "League" be 
adopted In preference to "Associa- 
tion," as the former would not con- 
lllct with the name of the Tourist as- 
soeiatlon. It would be necessary that 
th'-re be a central body which could 
devote its efforts more to setting fortli 
the resources and prospects of the 
unsettled portions where no organiz- 
ation will exist. If tills work were 
left to other districts these unsettled 
sections would not receive tho atten- 
tion they deserve. After somo further 
discussion tho name "Vancouver is- 
land Development League" was de- 
termined upon. 

Victoria's Work 

Col. Prior, favored the suggestion 
that whilo tho various .-sections wlicre 
local org.anlzatlon Is possible, should 
be organized, it was the work of the 
Victoria branch to look after the un- 
settled sections and Leonard Frank, 
.-Mbi-rnl, advocated this Idea and sug- 
gested that each branch should do all 
tho work of advertising the territory 
within Its jurisdli-.tion. 

Col. Prior drew the attention of tho 
meeting to the fact that if there is to 
bo a central organization a paid sec- 
retary w-lll be necessary while .Mr. Mc- 
I^hee belii;ved that oik; good central 
league would do more good than .1 
number of smaller branch leagues, but 
it would rest with tho branch organ- 
izations to work in harmony wllh the 
central body It they wished to get tho 
best results. 

Ml-. Chapman, in sugRostlng the best 
method of organizing, stated that tlierc 
are always a number of peojilo In 
e\-ery hamlet, houever small, who will 
prollt by the systematic advertising of 
the island's resources. To accom- 
plish results, funds are necessary, but 
it is remarkable how much can bo 
done with a small amount. In each 
district there should be some one, or 
a committee, who would be on hand 
to show the district to visitors or ans- 
wer queries. Kacli branch organiz- 
ation should occupy just as Important 
a place as any other. It ought to bo. 
a sovereign body within its own llni- 
Its, advertising Its own resources in 
its own way. In Oregon there are 
these .mnaller organizations. The 
Portland Commercial club is a central 
body to which many Inquiries are sent. 
These are distributed to the various 
district organizations which furnish 
the opportunities which the inquirer 
seeks but very often the Information 
asked for is sought straight from the 
district organization. 

A. W. McCurdy suggested that while 
the partmt organization will be known 
iifl the Vancouver island Development 
league, the local organizations can 
adopt any name they see fit and Vic- 
toria can organize under whatever 
name It decides upon.

Leonard Frank brought to tl-.e atten- 
tion of tho meeting the necessity of 
Improved mall service in m.iny sec- 
tions of the Island. He cited the ease 
of Alberni, where delays are contin- 
uous and the service most inciilcient. 
Complaints have been made time and 
again to the post oince authorities, but 
without result. The matter was re- 
ferred to the secretary, who will urge 
upon tho department tho necessity of 
Improvement. 

Benefit to Island. 

II. Marpole, first vlc'it-iireshlent of 
the E. it N., ex|)ressed his pleasure, .-it 
being present at the meeting. He liad 
c(nno tiK.'re to learn, lie fully appre- 
ciated tile need of Buoh an organlz.a- 
tlon as the one Just formed and be- 
lieved that tho results to Vnncouver 
Island would be great. What Is needed 
Is to have every iiectlon join tog(dher 
In ;t united effort to attract tlie tourist 
and settler and bring before the world 
the attractions and resources of tlie 
Island. A strong central organization 
is retiuisite. Victoria Is the capital 
and tlie point from which the work can 
he moat expeditiously and convenient- 
ly be done. Outside organizations 
must keep in close totirtli with this cen- 
tral body. Ho felt that tho provincial 
government has done great work In 
distributing Information about the out- 
side sections and ho Inotanced tho 
caiio of Alberni, conccrniMg tho xft- 



sources of which, literature had been 
circulated by the'governmont through- 
out .the Old Country.,.. The Tourist As- 
Boclatipri has also , done- a jHoble -work 
in tbls way] ii,;The Pbirtland: Idea Is tho 
proper one, he. thougbi. So.'far as the 
B. & N;* railroad Ms ' .concerned, Mr.- 
Marpole stated that it was ready and 
willing to give' every assistance pos- 
sible to tho league. Tho question of 
funds is an important one. ISnthus- 
lasm is a good thing, but there must 
be money enough to carry on the work 
properly If tho best results are to be 
secured. This island is most peculiar- 
ly adapted to the work of such an or- 
ganization, more so perliaps, than the 
Mainland. 

Col. Prior, referring to such mattorH 
as better mall service, more favorablL; 
freight and passenger rates and other 
topics on which, he was sure, all -the 
delegates wore agreed, pointed out that 
In order that the Island may be ade- 
quately advertised at tlie forthcoming 
Alaska-Yukon-PucUlc exposition, stepH 
should be taken at once to gather in- 
formation and photographs from each 
of the districts. This Information can 
be compiled and a pamphlet Issued lor 
circulation at the fair. 

Better Trails. 

On the matter of trails, J. W. Co- 
burn, Nanaimo, suggested tliat each 
district ascertain Just what are its 
needs in this respect and ti recom- 
mendation can then be forwarded to 
the government. .-V nujllon to that ef- 
fect was passed by tin- meeting. 

Mr. Brewster, Clayo(iiiot, pointed out 
that the expense of securing photo - 
graiihs In many sections of tlie Island 
w-ould p|-o\-e tun great for that p.-ir- 
ticular section, ih- suggeslcil that the 
league should arrange to have a pho- 
tograjiber visit tin- \-arlous districts 
where protogrUiihs ar.- to hi- taken, the 
expenscj t(i be m.-t frniii a general fund. 

On motion of 11, Ciwldle Wilson, etich 
delegate was liistructed. immediately 
1)11 his return t j bis district, to set 
aliout the ciill.-ctlon of InlorMialion 
and ijliotograplis ami I'orwanl tlp-m to 
the si'cretary wiien tin- pamiiblet to l.>e 
circulated at the A.V.P. e.xposltlon can 
be prepared. 

On motion of A. \V. McCurdy, the 
league will |)i-i-ss upon tho Dominion 
government the necessity of making a 
geological survey of the Island as soon 
aa iiosslble and have the same publish- 
ed upon large scale maps. 

Relative to tho above, Mr. Sutton 
read a letter which lie had recently 
received from Hon. William Temple - 
man, In which It was stated that the 
department of mines had already 
adopted a plan of survey and that one 
paxty was sent out last year, while 
another will be sent out this year. Dr. 
Dawson had Issued a geological map 
of the northeastern porton of tho is- 
land and had written a report on ac- 
cessible parts which has given tho de- 
partment some information. Thf de- 
partment. Hon. Mr. Templeman wrote, 
la anxious to complete the work and 
obtain all information possible. 

Survey Needed. 

Mr. Sutton believed that the Domin- 
ion government Is under an obligation 
to do more In this direction that it 
has done In tho past. It was, he de- 
clared, a most mportant matter. 

.Mr. Chapman, In pointing out tlie 
benefits of Intelllgrnt udvrtlsing, re- 
ferred to tlie succe.";s whicil the I^ort- 
land (^jmmerclal Club l.s meeting with 
by advertising in leading Canadian 
newsjiapers and periodicals, Imiulrles 
havo been i-eceived from many people' 
who havo been /i-tlracted to Oregon bj- 
the superior climatic advantages com- 
pared with those of the cold ri'gions in 
the (fast. Tlicse Canadian farmers 
could be attraet<-d to ^'!lllcouver Island 
were they made acquainted with the 
attractions of this part of the Domin- 
ion, lie cautioned tbc' li\ague ,-igalnst 
overdoing Its advertising. Not more 
than thirty jior cent, of its funds 
should be devoted towards this pur- 
pose, the balance to be used In carr.v- 
Ing on the work of the association, 
v\dvertlslng should be done In the ])or- 
iodlcals whleb are recognized mediums 
through which to reach a ])nrtlciilar 
class. Some distinctive ;idvertisemi-tit 
should bi> used, a map of Vancouver 
Island, which would press home to the 
world at large that this is an Island, 
its location and size. Soon the read- 
ing public would he familiar with 
Vancouver Island, would know what It 
was !ind where the ndvertlsempnt 
would soon become a species of trade 
mark. At the conclusion of Mr. Chap- 
man's remarks tho meeting adjourned 
until the evening. 



EVENING SESSION 



At the evening session a topic In- 
troduced just before the afternoon 
session closed, was brought up for dis- 
cussion, the question of Inducing the 
government to provide funds for somo 
improved method of clearing lands, tlio 
cost of such work to be charged up 
against the land and be repayable in 
annual payments. A lengthy resolu- 
tion Introduced by William G. Way, 
Snoke, in wliich, after setting forth 
the desirability of the government un- 
dertaking some scheme whereby the 
clearing work might be tlone, outlined 
a method wlieri-by the work could be 
carried on and financed, was rejected 
by the meeting on the grounds that 
while the jirlnclplo was satisfactory. 
It would be unwise to tie the govern- 
ment down to any delinite i)ropo.-;itl(Hi. 
Rather It woiihl be better to merely 
advocate that tbi' government consider 
tho matter, the scheme to bi: put in 
fcjrce being left for the eonslileratlon 
of the governnn-nt. With this end in 
view the following ri-soluthpii was 
liassed: 

"That the provincial government bo 
nliked to take Into consideration the 
advisability of atlopting a scheme of 
land clearing with a view of demon- 
Ktratlng the possibilities of bringing 
wooded aii-as under cultivation at a 
reduced cost." 

Land Clearing. 

Mr. Way, in introducing his resolu- 
tion, stated that the inoposltioii of 
land clearing is one of the most im- 
portant of any faced liy the sol tier. 
At present the necessity of clearing 
his land before h<' can cultlvato It is 
the most sorlou.s detrimcMit the farm- 
er has to face and is si'riously ri'tard- 
Ing the development of the country. 
Some bettor system than that now In 
vogue must bo Introduced in order 
that the burden might be lightened. 
He had travelerl thr<iugh the island 
and had some fields on which tlu; tim- 
ber Is encroaching w'.-.leh ten years 
ago were more tixtenslvt: than the.v 
now are. This tliiihered land a.s it 
now stands Is of little value to tho 
farmer, but when cleared and jiluei'd 
under cultivation will mean much for 
the development of the Island. 

Andre-w Peterson, (Duncans), advo- 
cated merely asking the government 
to Investigate the matter, leaving tlie 
detalls to be worked out by the gov- 
ernment. The resolution, as Introduc- 
ed by Mr. W.ay would, he felt .sure, 
only bo turned down. 

Mr Sutton believed that any schomo 
undertaken should bo on a large scale. 
Portable saw mills should bo. located 
Where tlie clearing was to be. done and 
.•;-i*T>.>.;'-.,.-:.., J-i-s- -..^ 



what timber could be sawn up should 
ba so trfcated: Thus 'lumber adaptable 
to farm buildings "could 'bC) ' ' manuf ac - 
tared at th?- 8am%,-,tlhie thaf-.lhe^land 
is bolngj; cleared. iThe settleK' Is un- 
able to- undertake Oils .work-in a pro- 
l>er aiid lnteUigcnt'finan)ier owing to 
the great cost. 

Appeal to Government, 

A lengthy discussion on methods of 
land clearing In use In this province 
and elsewhere took place, and at tlkO 
conclusion the above resolution was 
adopted. A committee consisting of 
E. B. Gosnell, Shawnlgtm; J. Helge- 
aen, Motchosln; William Way, Sooko, 
and the 'Victoria delegation, was ap- 
pointed to go fully into tho question 
and formulate a scheme which can bo 
submitted. to tlie government when the 
matter l.s brought up. As large a de- 
legation of the members of tho league 
as Is possible will wait upon tho gov- 
ernment In company wltli tho com- 
mittee of the board of trade and press 
the matter upon tho attention of the 
legislature. 

.Mr. Ilelgesen suggcHted that it 
would be a good thing If the govern- 
ment woulil siipiily machines and give 
demonstrations of land clearing lis 
many of the settlers know nothing 
about the work. 

.\lr. Chapman's suggestion that the 
League siiould adopt somo distinctive 
tieading for its stationery, such as tt 
luai) of Vancouver Island, will be 
adopted. It will be the League's trade 
mark and will he stamped on t'he 
letter paper and envelopes together 
with suitable letter press setting forth 
tho attractions and resources of tho 
Island. This paper Will be used by tho 
\'arious branch leagues. Ail branch 
leagues, Mr. Sutton suggested, should 
adopt the name of the League, any 
existing ussociatiouH to discard tlieir 
prt'sciit names. l'"(U' Instance, he siig- 
Hested, that the Albernl branch could 
lie calleil tile Vancouver Devi'lop- 
meiit League of Albernl. 

.Mr. Peterson urged that all busi- 
ness men on tlie island should lie ask- 
ed to havi! llie trade iiiaik of the 
league stamped uiioii their business 
stationery thus brijigiiig the league 
to tile attention of the outside world. 
It would advertise the island in an 
easy and convenient manner. 

This tiuesllon of a suitable design 
for the league stationery will be left 
to the Victoria brancli and any design 
decided upon will be submitted to tho 
other leagues before being finally ad- 
opted. 

Need of Development. 

.Joseph McPliee, Courteiiay, urged 
that the league sliould not lose sight 
of 'the fact that it Is just as Impera- 
tive to develop the unsettled portions 
of the lsla,nd as the more settled 
ports. Every effort sliould bo made 
to develop tho northern portion of the 
Island and the railway line would 
then bo extended into that country. 
He understood, as things stand at 
present, that a great part of tho best 
tlmljer and farming lands In the north 
are under reservation to the E. & N. 
company, that it has not been sur- 
veyed and prospective settlers can not 
ascertain what portions are open for 
settlement. 

L. 11. Solly, delegate representing 
the K. &■ .N'. land grant explained to 
.Mr. HePhee that there is no reserva- 
tion on any land In the Comox sec- 
tion north of Cumberland, Some 70,- 
OUO acres have been surveyed Into 
townshiiis and sections and some of 
this lias been sold to settlors. A set- 
tler cannot afford to buy in many 
sections because It costs too much to 
clear the land but there are large 
stretches of land open for settlement 
wlik-li Is not lieavily timbered. What 
the leagut- should do, however, Is-to 
press upon the goveVninent the neces- 
sity of more roads and trails. Tho 
country must be opened up before any 
settlement can be looked for. 

Will Aid League's Projects 

H, B. Tliomstm, M.P.P., wlio was 
Iircsent at llie mi'. -ting, stated that 
any assistance which the city members 
could hIvi- to the league in the matter 
of advancing its work would bi' gladly 
givi-ii. i'ancouver Island is i-nterlng 
uiion a new era and this Is tho first 
tiiiK- that the whole Island has joined 
hands and pulled together for its ad- 
vancement. In th(! matter of land 
clearing he urged that a largo delega- 
tion sliould go to the government but 
before doing so it should know just 
what it wants tmd be preiiared to sub- 
mit on intelligent jiroposltlon. As for 
roads and trails he felt sure that the 
goMinment would give the requests of 
the liague every consideration. ThO 
Kovi rnnu'iit fully ajipreclatea the. ne- 
cessity of oi-.ening up the Island and 
with its favorable nnanclal position it 
would undoubtedly be in a position 
to carry out greater projects along 
that line, 

Mr, £^tton urged upon the league 
members the necessity of conducting 
Its projects in a spirit of good fellow- 
ship. All should do- their utmost for 
tho benefit of tho Island and no nar- 
rOtV spirit should be shown. 

J. W. Coburn extended a hearty In- 
vitation to tho delegates to hold the 
ne.\l meeting at Xanaimo. He in- 
stanced till.' fact that In t-.vo years the 
postal revenue of that city has jumped 
from a little over $:i.000 to $8,000 as 
showing the progress made. 

Will Meet at Nanaimo 

The suggestion of Mr. Sutton, tli.it 
the next meeting of tne league be ii,''(i 
at Nanaimo at the call of the jiresl- 
dent was adopted, Simon Lciser, 
president of tho Victoria Board of 
Trade, declaring that there Would cer- 
tainly be a large delegation from this 
city, and adding, "wo will also go up 
and visit Mr. McPhee at Cumberland 
and stop those fellows trading with 
Vancouver." 

A resolution submitted "by William 
Way, to the effect that It is Imperative 
that the naval force of Great Hrltaln 
should be Increased in these waters 
and proper defence afforded tho island, 
was not submitted to the meeting, tho 
consensus of opinion being that the 
present is not tin- time to take iii) that 
niilttel'. 

.V \-oto of thanlis was tendered by 
i the meeting to the I"!ourd of Trade for 
lis elTorts In lu'lngliig aiioiit tlic or.gan- 
I iz.-itlon (d' till' league, and .-i vote of 
I thanks In lirhalf of the outside ilele- 
] Kates, was tendei-i-d i).v .Mr. ll('l,^'escn 
■ to the Vh-torla drlrgales. 

Simon Li-lser, on beliall' of the i:!oard 
or 'I'radi-, expressed the iilc-usure felt 
by the iiH'inbers of that body at the 
success of tile, iiii'etl.-i);. He hoped that 
all the delegates would remiuulior that 
they have now embarked upon .a great 
work and that every effort must ho 
made to bring to a successful con- 
( luslim the projects undertaken by tho 
leagiu'. 



DEBATE ON ADDRESS 
IS SOMEWHAT LIVELY 



Premier and Leader of Opposi- 
tion Speak of the Ute - 
Elections 



Ottawa, Jan. 22. — The House got 
down In good style to the debate on 
tho address In reply to tho speecii from 
the throne, today, eleven speeches be- 
ing made. 

The address was moved by W. Todd, 
of Charlotte, and seconded by J. P- 
Turcotte, of -Quebec county, -both ac- 
quitting themselves virell. - Then Mr. 
Borden told the -government that the 
length of the session would depend on 
when the government brougiit down 
tho promised legislation. Touching on 
tho depression, ho said It might be 
worth what it had- cost If It taught 
tho gentlemen on the treasury 
Iienches the value of economy. He 
concluded with a strong denunciation 
of the bribery of constltuenciGS by the 
pronilsi! of i>ublic works. 

Sir Wilfrid spoke with a vigor wlilch 
showed that he is in good trim. Re- 
viewing tile results of tho elections, 
ho declared that the government's de- 
teat in Manitoba was no credit to the 
opposition which had ivon on lists that 
had been juggled. It was likewise no 
discredit that the government lost In 
British Columbia. The short-sighted 
policy of the opposition on tho Asiatic 
question was Impprlllng not only the 
best Interest.s of Canada but of British 
Cohimbia as well. He quoted a tele- 
gram inirportlng to liavo been sent to 
Hrltish Columbia by Mr. Uordcn dur- 
ing the campaign reading; 

"The Conservative party stands for 
a white Canada, tho protection of 
white lalior and tho absolute exclu- 
sion of Asiatics." 

iMr. Borden declared that he did not 
send that telegram. He accused the 
government of attempting to brlbo 
whole provinces. 

The other speakers were Hon. 
Mes.sr.i. Brodeur and Lomleux, Messrs. 
James Comnee, G. H. Barnard, Cowan 
and Martin Burrell, the latter three 
from British Columbia. Mr. Burrell 
made' a particularly strong impression. 

Ralph Smith, of Nanaimo, moved tho 
adjournment of tho debate.

Purpose of Child Thieves Sen- 
tenced to';T,w6 Years in 
'Reformatory 



To start a shootlnp; gallory, rifles 
and ammunition, watches, jacknlvos 
niid other things, wore stolen by two 
little tots, one ton the oUier eleven 
years of age, who^ wisre sentencefl to 
two years In the reformatory by 
jMngistrato Jay, in tho police court 
yesterday attor tearful pleas by tlio 
parents. The tabic of thu police court 
was littered with spoil — t>o less than 
58 articles in all — as well us many 
other things tuke.i from Harris and 
Smith, Peden Bros, and Clayton and 
Costln's sio:os wnlch were entered ut 
night bv t'.'o child burglars. Both 
boys pleaded guilty and In answer to 
a aueatlon from the magistrate aa 
to why they .stole tlic rillcs, watches, 
and the collection of goods spread out 
baforo them, which was reooverou i>om 
where the things had been dropped 
behind a collar partition only by tear- 
ing down the boarding, the older one 
explained tliat they liad formed a 
partnership for the purpose cf start- 
ing a shooting gallery. They had 
visited down-town establishments of 
this nature and become impressed witli 
the Idea of establishing one. They 
llrst broke Into the gunshops by night 
to secure rllles and a stock of 22 am- 
munition. They then took watches, 
pocltet knives, footballs, etc., whicli 
they Intended to give to patrons as 
jnlzes for the shooting. They stored 
the stolen goods behind a partition 
In the basement of tho elder boy's 
residence and were waiting to com- 
I)lete their arrangements for the 
shooting gallery when the police in- 
terfered and Sergeant Detective Palm- 
er and Uoleotlve Clayards arrested 
them and recoveied the goods. 

The parents oi' both boys were pre- 
sent and pleaded tor the liberty of 
their children on suspended sentence. 
Both were, however, sent to the re- 
formatory for two years. 



BISHOP OF STEPNEY 

His Views on Christian Faith and 
Modern Thought — Church Needs 
the Truth. 

The Bishop of Stepney, on St. Luke's 
Day (October 18) preaclied in St. 
Paul's Cathedral, Montreal, on tlie sub- 
ject of Christian faith, and modern 
thought, taking as a text St. Matthew 
xxll.; 37. As reported In the Church 
Times, ho said: 

"Christian faith Id relation to mod- 
ern thought" — If an assembly of 
bishops were to meet to consider this 
subject, what would you expect their 
attitude toward It to be? The ordin- 
ary man of the world, proud of his 
superiority to the ecclesiastical spirit, 
would liave little doubt about his 
answer. "Of course," he would say, 
"they would with impressive eloquence 
point out tho dangers of modern 
thought, denounce its errors and warn I 
the faithful against them." 

Well, an assembly of two hundred | 
and forty bishops did meet to consider i 
this subject last July and their fttti- I 
tudo was surprisingly different. They 
have expressed It in their letter. Let 
moireod to you their- "words. . 

"We are bound by our principles to 
look with confidence ■ and hope on the 
progress of thouglit. We mark in tho 
present day special reasons for such 
confidence. 

"Materialism has not on the minds 
of our generation the strengtli or at- 
tractiveness that once It had. Science 
displays In an unprecedented way tin- 
witness of Nature to the wisdom of 
God. Men's minds are more and more 
set towards the splrtual even when 
Ihey are set away from Christianity. It 
Is our duty thereforo to contend the 
more earnestly for the truth once de- 
livered to the saints, which is tho se- 
cret of life. And at the same time It 1 
Is our duty to learn all that God Is ' 
ti'aching through the studies and dis- I 
coveries ' of our contemporaries, i 
whether Inside or outside tlie church, j 
discerning, indeed, the spirits whether! 
they be of God, but ijending with r?- \ 
vorent teachableness to the Inlluenco ! 
ot His spirit from whatever quarter I 
He may breathe upon us."

Wild Animals and Snakes in India 
A return issued by the Government 
of India shows that tho total mortality 
among human beings being reported to 
&n due to wild animals in 1907 amount- 
ed to 1.0 CG, as compared with 2,086 in 
190G. Tile total is the lowest on record 
since the practice of collecting these 
statistics was inllniled. The most no- 
ticeable variations from the figures of 
last .year occur In Bengal, the United 
Provinces and the Central Provinces, 
while in Madras there was a compara- 
tively large Increase— "-from 1C7 to 201 — 
in the number of persons killed by 
tigers. The total mortality among hu- 
man beings caused by snake bite fell 
from 22,811 In I'.lOO to 21,119 in i'J07. .So 
low a figure has not been reached 
since 1897.

as a refuge In which the mind 6£ the 
faithful must be saved from error. 
Lambeth looks upon the Church rather 
aif a vantage ground from wlilch tho 
mind of tho faithful can go forth to 
win further victories for truth. 

The contrast Is not only full of dra- 
matic interest. If I am not mistaken, 
future historians may see in it tlio 
germs of two great movements within 
the Catholic Church. Which of these 
movements inspires the higher hopes 
or hold out the nobler promise? Is it 
not tho highest conception that Christ 
Is One who sows the seeds of His 
spirit owr tho whole lloltl of human 
thought and onriuiry, and waits to 
gather in the fruit In its fulness to 
Himself; that He sends fortli Ills 
Church, not to arrest tho progress of 
thought, but rather to bi! the reaper 
to win there a harvest of His truth? 
And wiilch of these two spirits is most 
likely to realize that ideal, that of a 
Cliurch which says that It, must wel- 
come new truth and new llg'ht because 
"they are ultimately derived from the 
one cource of all truth and of all 
light"; or that of ,a Church whicli 
holds liowever impressively to a llxed 
path, shuts its eyes against the gleams 
however lltfiil, of n(!w light and shuts 
Its ears against the voices, however 
confused, of new truth? it would have 
been Indeed disastrous if the whole of 
that section of Christendom which re- 
presents historic Christianity had 
taken an attitude so rigid and literally 
so hopeless. We cannot be too thank- 
ful that the bishops of another part 
of it were led by God to show a spirit 
more open and teachable, and full of 
trust. 

But, secondly, we should fall to In- 
terpret the Lambeth message If we 
were not to notice Its notes of warn - 
Ing. Let me call attention to one of 
these. "Without the historic creeds." 
the letter says, "the Ideas of Chris- 
tianity would evaporate Into unsub- 
stantial vagueness, and Clirlstianity 
would be in danger of degenerating 
Into a nerveless altruism." 

It is a note of warning against those 
who think that they can preserve the 
Christian spirit and pay no regard to 
the creeds In which tho spirit has 
been expressed, embodied, and pri3- 
served. 

Now, there can be no progress with- 
out a centre of stability. For the sake 
of progress the centre must he kept. 
The centre of stability In Christian 
tliought, is tlio great Christian creed. 
It Is a record both of truth and of 
fact. It is a record of truth. The 
Christian i.s somi thing more than an 
Inquirer. Hv Is a witness. It is his 
business to keep hold of the great 
gukling truth of the Incarnation, and 
then find and fix its context In liv- 
ing and moving thought and exper- 
ience. The Interpretation, the expla- 
nation, the definition of tho great 
classes of tho creed change In their 
appeal from one stage of human 
thought to another. But the great 
truths which they embody remain un- 
changeable. TIic creed is a record 
of facts. After all, Chrlstianl.'y Is :i 
historical religion. Its ideas are bas- 
ed upon certain facts which occurred 
at a deflnltx' time In a definite place 
on this particular planet; and If the 
Ideas wore to lose their foothold up- 
on those facts, then their Influence 
would be shaken; it would be vague 
and unreal. 

Take, for instance the great fact 
of the Resurrection of Jesus Christ 
from the dead. The truth which it 
expresses, of which It Is a symbol, far 
exceeds any single age or system In 
Its compass. But at whatever stage 
wo llnd that truth, If the truth Is to 
be strong. It must rest upon the. fact. 
If we were really obliged to say In 
the oft-quoted words of the poet; — 

While wc believed, on earth He went 

And open stood His grave. 
Men called from chamber, church, and 
tent 

And Christ was l)\- the save. 
Now He Is gone; far hence He lies 

In the lorn Syrian town. 
And on His grave with shining eyes 

Tho Syrian stars look down. 

-—if we were really obliged to say that, 
then the great hope and thoughts that 
were enshrined in the lost tact would 
be, at tlie best, [lathetlc vearniiig.4. 
They could never be truths on the 
strength of which a man with quiet 
trust can meet the Issues of life and 
death. 

The centre must remain sure. It i.s 
the special duty of the Church, nay 
Us Kpeclal contribution to tlio cau.se 
of progress, to see that that centre 
I.s unshaken. But we are not to bo 
.shut up within It; rather, strong in 
Us security, the faithful are to go 
forth into the widest circumference of 
human though .-ind Inquiry in search 
of fresh truth an<l fresh light. 

So, tliirdl.\-, the Lambeth Confer- 
ence would bid tlie failiiful regard the 
position of modern thougiit. not as a 
iiu'nace which the Churcli is to avoid, 
but an ojipoi-luiiity which the Chureli 
is In use. When so much in that 
modern .spirit Is akin to the spirit of 
t.'hrlst, v.-hen there is so mucli in it 
that enlarges and enriches the content 
ot our faith, it would Indeed, be dls- 
.i.stious If tliut opportunity wore lost 
\\ e must take care, for Instance, lost 
lot any want of understanding or 
syiniiathy, the new spiritual mov,-- 
meiit 111 science and ethics and even 
pontics wer(? allowed to drift awa' 
lioni the great trutli of the Incarn-i- 
tlon, in which alone that movement 
can find its strength and vindication. 

Or, again, it would be unfortunate 
and disastrous, if because we do not 
like our own eustoniarv wa.\-s of 
thinking to be disturbeil,' or because 
we resent the crude specuiiitiims of in- 
dividual critics, we were to allow lh<> 
great critical movement lii its studv 
of either the Bible or tho historv of 
the Church to lose Us b.ild upon "liv- 
ing Christian experiences, v.hlcli can 
alone make Its study reverent and 
fruitful. Itather wo must do our ut- 
most at the present time to see that 
the whole Church looks out upon this 
movement, not with suspicion, but 
"ith the ready sympathy of a friend 
who is eager to offer co-operatloii 
But If that attitudi^ is to prevail It 
must be rcllected, my brethern 'hv 
the members of the < 'hiircli— th"e 
( liuieh, let me repeat (wc often for- 
get It), IS not the bishops, nor the 
clergy, but plain people like vmi and 
me. It is the mass of its members- 
and If this opportunity is to Ije used 
It Is tho members of the Church who 
must bo ready to use It. And this is 
the appeal which the Lambeth Confer- 
ence expressly made: "To meet the 
deman.ls of sueli a time as ours, to 
api)rop:-iate its bles.slngs, or to repel its 
dangers, tiier.> Is need of a far greater 
effort on the jiart of the Church to 
deal with the intellectual .side of reli- 
gion and life' in other words the 
need Is for thinkers, and it Is' this 
m-ecl which I would for a moment or 
two endeavor by God's help to en- 
force. 

The members of the church must be- 
come thinkers. By thinkerH we do not 
mean men gifted with special beam- 
ing, or intellectual iiower. Cliri.stlan 
thinkers are men and women who 
really try to ])nt their Intelligence Into 
the service of their religion; nu'ii .-ind 
women who are ,'uixloos to learn al.dut 
the Bible, tln^ cri'ed, the sacrament.'^, 
the cliurch out of the best books that 
they can get; who try to think out 
quietly just where and why tho great 
Christian faith has found their own 
Hfe and experience, and then seek to 



express tho reason for- the faith that 
Is in them in words which are real to 
theinsolves, and whicli their own 
neighbors and friends can understand. 
Every' Christian man wiio thus uses 
his mind In religion is a link be- 
tween Christ and his own day and 
generation. Aiid, remember, that tho 
strength of the chain Is the strength 
of the individual links that compose it. 

Now must we not of necessity ailmit 
and confess our remissness in this 
matter? Just consider the want of 
propurtloii between the amount of 
mind, or real thinking and intelli- 
gence that even the ordinary church- 
goer puts at the disposal of his busi- 
ness or Ills politics, and the amount 
of mind he puts at the disposal of ills 
religion. Wt; take our knowledge of 
religion for granted, or at niosc, wo 
depend. for it on occasional sermons, 
and is it not true even then we prefer 
to have our feelings touched, x-alher 
than to have our minds Instructed.? 

Let mo recall for our rebuke an Il- 
lustration of which I once before made 
use. I had been spending a glorious 
day upon tho hills with nn old stalker 
in the Highlands. At the close ho 
told me ot his winter evenings, when 
he was snowed up sometimes for tlu'ee 
months and cut away from coniniu-. 
nlcatlon. . I asked him how he spent 
those evenings. He said, "In reading." 
I asked him whether I might send him 
some magazines. "Thank you," he 
reiilled, "I will not trouble Vou with 
trash of that kind." ■■Tiien Is there 
any book that I may send you?" His 
face lighted as he answered, "O, sir, I 
would be greatly obliged If you could 
lind ine a copy of Jonathan lidwards 
on the Sclienie of yalvallon." How 
few of us would use our leisure like 
that old sportsman. How niiuiy of 
this congregation at tlie i)resent time 
are reading, or have for the last 
iiKnith been reading any book about 
the Uilile ,ir the faitli? Yet we have 
all b; en reading novels, magazines 
!ind ie-:WKpaiJers. 

It Is this want of thinking that really 
spoils our rellghius lU'i-, for lirst of all 
it sterilizes the spirit. 'J iie religiotis 
life must fei'd up^ni the thoughts iw.d 
knowledge of better and wiser men 
tliaii ourselves, or else it will languish. 
If Ihe .'iplrit leaves the mind behind it, 
its own life will become thin and 
stale. It is reading and thinking tliat 
n freshes and quickens the spirit. 
Think, for example, of St. Paul: The 
Kon of God who loved me and gave 
Himself for me" Yet as the year:; 
passed, his mind penetrati-d Into new 
depths and rose into new lieiglils of 
that simple faith In the Son of God. 
In thu later eplsth.'s: "He In whom 
we have rodemjition through JUs 
blood, even through forgiveness of 
sins," becomes "the One who Is the 
image of the Invisible God, the Hrst 
born of every creature, for by Him 
were all things created that are In 
heaven and earth, visible and invisible. 
All things were created by Him and 
for Him, and He is before all things, 
and in Him all things consist." 

Or think of St. John. The root of 
his faith was simple -enough — tho me- 
mory of Ills man's heart for the Master' 
wliom ho loved. And yet in his old 
age he wrought that memory into tho 
whole philosophy of his time — he, the 
fisherman, or, at least, the owner of 
the llshlng ijoats — and learned to de- 
scribe the friend ot Galilee as the 
Word made Flesh, "the Liglit which 
lightetli every man that cometh into 
the world." If. ours rollglon, dear peo- 
ple, is to grow, we' must learn to use 
our minds." . ■ . 

Secondly, want of thinking gives ad- 
vantage to doubt, in most cases it 
Is through defect rather than excess 
of thinking that doubt conies in to dis- 
turb. The air we breathe Is full ot 
the germs of doubt. None of us can 
be protected from It. Now and then 
a germ muy reach you, and if it llnd 
your mind swept and g;irnished, or 
furnished only with your old child- 
like notions of religious things, it will 
enter and do Its work. Ti'.ere are 
many men I have l<nown who only be- 
gan to think and read ri-liglon when 
their mind had been turned away from 
Christianity. If only they had begun 
to rei'd ami think bef(n-<- it might never 
iiavi- been turned at all. There are 
many people who siirriMider the truths 
of Christianity before they have taken 
the trouble to understand them. The 
man who_ uses the best mind that God 
has given liini, tie' best books he can 
reach and the best ti-.-iehers he can 
lind, to know r<-allv v.be.l his faith 
means, and to be able to express it in- 
telligently to himself ami his friends — 
that man is fortilb'd against doubt. 

Thirdly, want of thought cr<'ate.s di- 
visi(Mi. The party spirit, alas! w-e 
i;now is the greatest hindrance to the 
spirit of truth. We have a iilt'a--aiit 
\s-ord in v,-liieli we describe our divi- 
sions; we call tin in "schools of 
thought." Tie-re is an unconscious 
irons- in tin- i)ha.-:e. for it is want vd' 
liiouglit tiial is mainly resi/onsibie f(U- 
the- eieavagi' lH-twe<.n these scllools. 
.Men become victims of eateh wonis — 
eateliwords wbleli are snbstllules for 
tlioiight. or else tin- vietiiiis of a shal- 
low logic wliieli neives with <ieceptl\-e 
slinplieity along a narrow grove. But 
the iiioi-c we ri'ad and tliink. tlie more 
we see that the truth cannot be con- 
tained in these phrases, or tied in this 
narrow logic. Ileal thought always 
iruii(es tor synthesis; that Is to say, for 
some pidiit of view In which dilTereiic- 
es arc not ignored or' even lost, but 
merged into deeper unity. And If only 
our ordinary Christians In England 
would Viegln to read and think a little 
more there would be more prospects 
of the spirit of Christian brotherhood. 

lint, lastly, let us put this pica for 
using our nilnds In religion on Its 
truest and highest ground. It is a 
form ot service, it is that love of 
God with all the mind which our Lord 
lays down as part of tho lirst and 'the 
greatest duty of man. To give God 
the thoughts of our mind Is port of 
our fundamental religious duty. We 
owe It to I-Iim. Ho has given us these 
minds that they may be enriched and 
llnd their highest exercise In tho study 
of His truth. 

Stir up t!ie gift of God that is in 
you. Put the talents tliat He has en- 
trusted to ,vou out to trade, that He 
may receive His ow.i again witli usury. 

And If we owe this dntj- to God, wo 
owe 11 not less, for love of (jod, to 
our felliiw-meii. There never was n 
time when men are Uirnlng with 
greater longing and liU.rest to tin- 
Christian faitli than at the prt^sent 
time. Boys are w;itclilng tluiir fath- 
ers; gills tlieh- mothers; men their 
where your indueiice at tills moment 
for til strengthening or the we.-Uttin- 
Ing of f!iith may be telling. Let each 
of us be able to meet this watching 
luid tills longing witii witness clear, 
Intelligent, i^armist tind thoughtful. 

The call, my brethren, is very real; 
the opportunity Is waiting. "Go ye out 
to inei-t It."

NAVAL CONF ERENCE 

Representatives of Powers Gathered at 
London Arrive at Something 
Like Deadlock 



l^ondon, Jan. 22. — 'i'lierc Is a grow- 
ing Inipression here that tho powers 
will not be able to reconcile ther 
differences and that the tntorliatlonni 
naval conference which opened here 
last month. Is doomed to failure. Great 
Hrltaln Is working desperately to pre- 
vent this, and she put off tho evil 
day by canceling the meet ing call(!d 
fin- this nioi-iiliig, after arranging that 
the coiiinilttee shall take uj) the de- 
cision of technical subjects only. The 
coinnilttee meetings will be con- 
tinued until dcllnlte instructions may 
be received by the delegates, whose 
Insistence tliat the views of their 
governments shnll preval|, brought 
about tho deadlock. Tho American 
oelegates are Included In this group, 
tor they, (Rotlng on Instructions from 



■Washington, refused particularly to 
concede anything on the question of 
"continuous voyages." 

This question is regarded a.a vital 
by the United States, and having mado 
concessions to tho other powers on 
points regarded by thom to Ijc vital, 
slie Is now looking for a tittle recip- 
rocity, but up to the present time 
this has not been forthcoming. 

Tho conference was called by Groat 
Britain to frame a code of laws for 
naviil w;xrfarc and to establish the 
international prize court as recom- 
mended by the Hague Peace confer- 
ence. The conference was to deter- 
mine as many delliilte princliilcs ot 
maritime International law as possible. 
The United States, Great Britain, 
I'^rance, Germany, Italy, Austria-Hung- 
ary, Russia, Holland; 'Biid Japan arc 
rein'csented.

New Yorlc, Jan. 22. — Tho narrow 
lltnlts of the stocit market again were 
Us feature today. The movement In 
United States Steel attracted a good 
deal of attention, owing to the hopes 
that the usual strength sympathetic 
effect of this stock's . action on the 
general list would prove eltootivo in 
reviving the market. 

Yesterday's two points rise In United 
States Sti'el did, in fact, havo the ef- 
fect of bringing in some orders for 
the stock today, the rise giving a 
spread In price at tho opening on the 
extreme advance of a half. This car- 
ried It within a shade of 55, where It 
hesitutuu owing to tho very largo 
selling orders awaiting it at that point. 

At 55 the llrst sale was of ten thou- 
.sand shares, and very large sales fol- 
lowed. The preferred stock also ad- 
vanci'U to 115, wliieh Is a record price, 
the previous record at 114% having 
been In November last. The sinking 
fund bonds of the corporation are rul- 
ing also at about tlieir highest jirlce.

PASSENGERS KILLED 



Second Section of Pennsyl- 
vania Train Crashes Into 
the First 



Johnstown, Pa., Jan. 22. — Running at 
a speed of nearly llfty miles un hour, 
the second section of the St. Louis 
express on tlie Pennsylvania railway, 
which left Pliiladelpl)ia at 4:30 yes- 
terday ufteriioon, craslied into the llrst 
section, which had mot with un acci- 
dent at a point between South Fork 
and Suininerlilli, kuuwii as "Itunnlng 
Ground," with terrilic force early this 
morning, Itllling and injuring many 
pa.'deiigora and membeia of ilie crew. 

Tho second section was a double- 
header, with two large engines, and Is 
said to havo ploughed Its way through 
the llrst section. 

Immediately after the wreck hurry 
calls were lasueil fur all the availablo 
physicians at both the place and at 
Altoonu, and In less tlian an liour 
nearly llfty physlclunM were on the 
vvay to tiie sc(uie of the accident. 

The wreck occurreil iietween two 
telegraph stations, and it is liard to 
gain ilellnltu infurmatlon. Wlien the 
special train left this city oliicers 
were stationed at the doors to prevent 
newspaper men from ai.comi)aiiyiiig 
the physicians. 

At a late hour five bodies have been 
taken from the wreck, and many in- 
jured have also been rescued from tho 
debris. 



JOSEPH CHAMBERLAIN

Public Lifo 



London, Jan. 22. — Joivpli Chamber- 
lain still clings to the belief that lie 
will re-enter iiolltica and resume the 
leadershlj) of the movement for tariff 
lefurui althougli his friends long ago 
gave up the hope of again seeing him 
In the arena. 

Mr. Chamberlain has announced to 
his constituents that he will again ot- 
ter lilmself as a candidate tor \Ve.st 
Birmingham at tho ne.\t general el- 
ections, but he says he mny have to 
ask to be excused from helping dur- 
ing the contest.

Parls, Jan. 22.— Liberty, Equality, 
and i''raternlty are written in large 
letters over public bulldlng.s In France 
and as fjir as human ambition and 
selfhihness will allow, are fairly well 
practised all over the country. A 
striking e,\.aniple of how the people 
exercise one of these qualities, "Kr-a- 
! ternlty" is given by the '■Cantines 
j Scolarie.s," or School Canteen, of Par- 
Is. It Is an entirely volunteer orga- 
nization, apart from .the municipal 
government, which serves up some 
15,000,000 meals to the school children 
of Paris during the scholastic year. It 
Is not, strictly 'speaking, a public 
charity, nor a work of mere philan- 
thropy; it is best described as the out- 
come of a spirit of social solidarity 
and fraternity, two-thirds of the meals 
so distributed being given frqe of 
charge. 

The origin of the Institution may bo 
traced to the law of 1882, which made 
primary instruction obligatory in 
France. The objection raised against 
this law was that the poorer classes 
of the workpeople could not ufford to 
send their children to school regularly, 
and could not feed and clothe them 
like their more prosperous neighbors. 
Meetings were held In the principal 
malrles, at which It was decided that 
an appeal should be made to all tho 
better-off residents In each arondlsse- 
ment to subscribe to a common fund 
to h«,'lp their neighbors' children, feed- 
ing nnd clothing them. If necessary, to 
enable them to attend school, and the 
"C.'ii.sse (les Bcoles" was founded, 
which, .among other excellent works, 
organized the "Cantlmes Scolairos." 

The "Calsse dcs Ecoles" has been 
wonderfully siiccessful during tlio last 
thirty-live years. Though a voluntary 
organization. It Is in close rela- 
tion to the municipal govern- 
ment, occupying mostly rooms of Its 
administration at each of the malrles, 
and is subject to tlio Prefecture of the 
Seine in so f.'ir as an annuul inspec- 
tion and control of its expenses Jire 
concerned. Apart from tlie feeding of 
the children, It supplies aonielhing 
like 100,000 pairs of boots, shoes and 
goloshes ii >'ear, maintains public dls- 
peiusarles for children where. In tuidl- 
tlon to medicines and consnltations. 
it .supplies frei' baths and douches; it 
conducts 11 nuiiiber of firphanagos, and 
lias also micceeded In esta idishlng 
fresh !ilr funds and jiaylng for the ex- 
cursions of large groups i>f children 
to the eountr.v or seaside during the 
vacations.

- All the Euro- 
pean ofllelals have received a number 
of prophylactic Instructions of a prac- 
tical kind, which have been printed In 
a compendious form, and more detailed 
advice has Ijeen publlslied In a special 
supple mom to tlie Ollicial Gazette of 
the colon.\-. Deforr'statlon, especially 
in the neighborhood of running water. 
Is recommended as one of the best 
means of checking the propagation 
of the tsetse fly.
